The  forty-second  annual  meetinK  of  the  Kansas  State  Hi.s- 
torical  Society  was  held  in  Memorial  Hall,  Tue.sday  afternoon, 
October  IG,  1917,  at  two  o'clock  p.  ni.

MEETING  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS. 

The  meeting  of  the  board  of  directors  convened  at  two 
o'clock  p.  m.,  with  President  Gleed  in  the  chair.  The  usual 
order  of  business  was  followed.  The  report  of  the  secretary, 
W.  E.  Connelley,  being  called  for,  was  read. 

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY. 
To  the  Board  of  Directors,  Kansas  State  Historical  Society : 

Pursuant  to  the  requirements  of  the  constitution,  I  herewith  submit 
a  report  of  the  transactions  of  the  Kansas  State  Historical  Society  for 
the  year  ending  with  this  annual  meeting.  It  is  very  gratifying  to  be 
able  to  say  that  we  have  had  a  prosperous  and  profitable  year. 

MEMORIAL  BUILDING. 

Since  our  last  annual  meeting  we  have  had  a  session  of  the  legislature. 
Together  with  the  state  architect  and  some  members  of  the  Memorial 
Building  Commission,  I  prepared  an  estimate  for  equipment  in  the 
Memorial  Building  for  the  years  ending  June  30,  1918,  and  June  30, 
1919,  as  follows:

This  estimate  was  submitted  to  the  Memorial  BuihHnj^  Commission 
at  a  meetin},'  held  in  the  office  of  the  governor,  the  chairman  of  tlie  Com- 
mission. This  meeting  was  held  after  the  legislature  was  organized  and 
Mr.  Keene  elected  speaker  of  the  house.  At  the  meeting  the  estimate 
•was  revised  and  reduced  as  shown  by  the  following  schedule:

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The  movable  furnituie  provided  lor  in  the  approjjiialioji  has  heen 
purchased,  and  most  of  it  deliveied.  Contracts  for  Uie  steel  hhelvirif^  and 
stairways  were  awarded  hy  tlie  Memorial  Huildin^  ('ominission  at  a 
meeting-  held  on  the  (ii'st  day  of  May,  11)17.  'I'he  contractojs  found  it 
very  di/licult  to  secure  steel  with  which  to  do  this  work.  This  has  de- 
layed the  completion  of  the  shelving  and  the  stairs.  All  this  work  is  in 
process  of  construction,  but  no  one  of  the  various  items  has  been  fully 
completed.  The  contractors,  however,  report  that  they  have  the  material 
in  si^ht  and  that  most  of  the  machine  work  has  been  done,  and  the  work 
will  be  completed  in  the  very  near  future.  I  am  informed  by  the  con- 
tractors that  if  the  material  for  this  work  had  to  be  purchased  at  the 
present  time  and  at  the  i)resent  prices  it  would  cost  twice  as  much  as  the 
appropriation,  and  that  it  would  be  doubtful  if  steel  could  be  secured  at 
all;  so  while  the  amount  was  reduced  by  the  legislature,  we  aie  securing 
probably  $50,000  in  value  for  the  $2(5,050  appiopriated  by  the  lej^islature. 
Taking  all  these  things  into  consideration,  the  Memorial  Building  Corn- 
mission  is  to  be  congratulated  for  what  it  has  accomplished. 

It  is  very  fortunate  that  the  secretary  is  able  to  report  that  the  steel 
shelving  has  been  placed  in  the  library  annex  on  the  thiid  floor.  There 
has  been  a  pressure  from  various  sources  to  secui-e  offices  in  the  Me- 
morial Building.  As  long  as  there  was  no  permanent  shelving  in  the 
library  annex  the  Society  has  been  anxious  concerning  the  possible  loss 
of  the  room  to  its  use.  I  think  it  may  safely  be  repoi'ted  that  the  room  is 
now  permanently  secured  to  the  Society,  as  are  all  the  other  rooms  in 
the  Memorial  Building  now  occupied  by  the  Society.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  no  power  will  attempt  in  the  future  in  any  way  to  interfere  to  de- 
prive the  Society  of  any  of  its  rooms  in  the  Memorial  Building.  The 
Society  could  not  possibly  get  along  with  less  room  than  it  now  has. 
I  estimate  that  the  room  we  now  have  will  accommodate  the  Society,  in 
the  normal  and  healthy  growth  which  it  is  now  experiencing,  for  a  term 
of  twenty-live  years. 

The  Academy  of  Science  was  taken  from  the  Memorial  Building  by 
the  legislature  and  located  at  Lawrence.  This  removes  from  the  room 
assigned  by  the  legislature  to  the  Historical  Society  the  library  and 
museum  cases  which  the  Society  had  voluntarily  surrendered  to  the 
Academy  of  Science.  This  only  restores  to  the  Society  what  it  is  lawfully 
entitled  to. 

The  museum  is  only  partly  equipped  with  showcases.  It  will  be  neces- 
sary from  time  to  time  to  have  additional  cases  for  the  display  of  the 
valuable  historical  relics  belonging  to  the  Society,  and  which  are  being 
secured  by  the  Society  more  rapidly  than  ever  before. 

A  list  of  the  furniture  purchased  is  set  out  below.  It  will  be  seen 
that  the  Building  Commission  recognized  the  positive  needs  of  the  Society 
in  the  matter  of  furniture,  and  that  most  of  the  appropriation  was  used 
to  purchase  furniture  required  by  the  Society:

JANITOR  SHRVICK. 

The  Memorial  Building;  Commission  deemed  it  wise  to  request  addi- 
tions to  the  janitor  force  for  the  Memorial  Buildin^^.  It  was  supposed 
there  would  be  a  general  increase  of  wages  in  all  the  state  institutions  for 
janitor  service.  The  legislature,  however,  did  not  make  this  increase, 
and  the  Memorial  Building  Commission  did  not  feel  like  reciuesting  an 
exception  to  be  made  in  favor  of  the  Memorial  Building.  Our  janitor 
service  is  insufficient.  The  appropriations  for  this  purpose  made  by  the 
legislature  were  as  follows:

The  contingent  fund  for  the  upkeep  of  Memorial  Building  was  $1,000 
a  year.  This  was  totally  iiiadoqualo.  The  Commission  took  up  this 
matter  with  lion.  W.  E.  Davis,  auditor  of  state,  and  discussed  it  thor- 
oughly. Mr.  Davis  saw  that  an  increase  in  this  fund  was  necessary,  and 
he  recommended  in  his  report  that  the  amount  be  increased  to  $2,000  a 
year.  This  the  legislature  allowed.  The  rise  in  prices  has  offset  this 
increase  to  some  extent,  but  we  have  been  better  able  to  care  for  the 
emergencies  arising  in  connection  with  the  building  than  at  any  time 
heretofore. 

APPROPRIATIONS  FOR  THE  SOCIETY. 

For  a  number  of  years  back  the  contingent  fund  of  the  Society  was 
$1,000  and  the  book  fund  was  $700.  I  took  up  these  two  items  with  the  au- 
ditor, Hon.  W.  E.  Davis,  and  was  able  to  fehow  him  that  these  funds  were 
wholly  insufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  Society.  Mr.  Davis  recommended 
to  the  legislature  that  these  funds  be  increased  as  follows:  The  con- 
tingent fund  to  $1,500  and  the  book  fund  to  $1,000.  The  legislature  al- 
lowed this  increase.  While  the  high  cost  of  everything  for  which  these 
funds  are  used  will  to  a  considerable  extent  offset  the  increase,  we  are 
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better  able  to  care  for  the  items  for  wliidi  the sc  appropriations  were 
designed  than  ever  before. 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  secretary  that  better  wa^res  be  jjaid  the  em- 
ployees of  the  society  than  have  been  provided.  There  was  a  threat 
pressure  on  the  legislature  for  increase  of  sahuies  fi(jni  all  state  insti- 
tutions. I  also  took  up  this  matter  with  the  lej^islature,  but  it  was  so(mi 
apparent  that  there  woukl  be  very  little  increase  in  salaries  made.  I  was 
of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  u.seless  to  ur^e  any  increa.se  for  our  help, 
and  did  not  do  so.  The  employees  in  the  society  ou^^ht  to  have  better 
wages.  Times  are  very  unsettled  though,  and  it  is  uncertain  what  action 
the  legislature  will  take  in  the  matter  of  an  increase  in  the  near  future.

There  was  every  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  members  to  further  the 
interests  of  this  institution.  There  was  no  antagonism  at  any  point.  The 
need  to  Kansas  of  the  Historical  Society  is  acknowledged  on  all  hands,  and 
the  necessity  of  fostering  in  every  way  its  work  of  preserving  the  history 
of  this  great  state  has  always  been  fully  recognized  by  the  legislature. 
Its  progress  and  its  activities  have  always  been  satisfactory  to  both  the 
people  and  to  the  legislature. 

FINANCES. 

The  finances  of  the  Society  are  in  good  condition.  The  proof  of  this 
will  be  found  by  an  examination  of  the  report  of  the  treasurer. 

The  secretary,  after  consultation  with  the  executive  committee,  in- 
vested the  trust  funds  of  the  Society  in  United  States  government  bonds, 
known  as  liberty  bonds.  The  amount  of  these  trust  funds  is  $1,450.  The 
only  investment  which  I  had  been  able  to  make  of  these  funds  was  in  cer- 
tificates of  deposit  of  the  State  Savings  Bank  of  Topeka.  These  paid  four 
percent  interest.  The  liberty  bonds  pay  only  three  and  one-half  percent, 
but  they  are  convertible  into  the  four  percent  bonds  of  the  second  issue, 
and  this  conversion  will  be  made. 

It  will  be  seen  from  an  examination  of  the  report  of  the  treasurer  that 
the  Society  paid  the  sum  of  $200  on  the  furniture  bill  of  the  Hall  Sta- 
tionery Company.  This  was  necessary  because  of  the  failure  of  the  legis- 
lature to  pay  the  bill  of  that  company.  The  furniture  had  been  purchased 
by  the  executive  committee  of  the  Memorial  Building  Commission — most 
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of  it  for  the  hcadtiuaitors  room  of  the  Woman's  Kcliof  Corps  and  the 
Ladies  of  the  (Jrand  Army  in  the  IVUnu. rial  Huildinj':.  The  hill  shouhl 
have  heen  paid  hy  the  le^nslature  as  a  deficiency  claim,  l.uL  this  it  failed 
to  do.  The  Society  paid  the  $200,  hut  an  examiiialiun  of  the  list  of  furni- 
ture purchased  hy  the  Memorial  Huildinj^  Commission  with  the  $1,000  aj)- 
propriated  hy  the  legislature  for  movahle  furniture  will  show  that  almost 
tliis  entire  sum  was  si)ent  for  furniture  for  the  Historical  Society.  'I'his 
equips  the  Society  for  some  time  in  the  future  with  the  |)i  inci[)al  i)ai  t  (jf 
the  movable  furniture  it  will  requiie. 

The  finances  of  the  Society,  apait  from  the  appropriation  made  hy  the 
state,  depend  on  the  membership  fees  collected,  l-'or  that  reason  we  are 
interested  in  the  matter  of  increasing  our  membership,  as  noted  in  the 
discussion  of  membership. 

NEW^SPAPERS. 

The  equipment  in  this  department  of  the  Society  heietofore  accommo- 
dated only  the  weekly  files  of  our  newspai)er  collection.  One  of  the  ap- 
I)ropriations  made  by  the  lej>:islature  was  for  the  purchase  of  shelving 
for  the  first  deck  of  the  newspaper  section  on  the  first  floor.  This  will 
accommodate  about  one-half  the  daily  papers  of  the  newspaper  collection, 
and  will  be  a  great  assistance,  as  it  will  make  accessible,  and  much  more 
easily  consulted,  the  volumes  which  can  be  placed  on  this  new  shelvinj^. 
It  is  the  intention  to  bring  the  office  of  the  news])aper  clerk  to  the  first 
floor,  where  provisions  are  being  made  and  quarters  pi'epared  for  it. 
The  work  of  sorting  the  mail  of  the  newspaper  section,  and  distributing 
the  papers  to  their  proper  compartments  until  they  can  be  bound,  will 
be  done  in  the  elevator  room  back  of  the  ofTice.  It  is  believed  this  ar- 
rangement will  materially  forward  the  work  of  the  newspaper  section. 

Mr.  H.  W.  Shideler,  of  the  Girard  Press,  presented  to  the  Society,  in 
June  of  this  year,  194  volumes  of  newspapers.  These  papers  reach  back 
many  years,  and  are  principally  the  Pittsburg  Kansan  and  the  Pittsburg 
IlcaiHight  Many  of  the  volumes  given  by  INIr.  Shideler  were  wanting  in 
our  files  of  the  Headlight.  This  makes  the  gift  the  more  valuable  to  the 
Society.  It  is  with  pleasure  that  we  here  state  our  appreciation  of  this 
gift  and  acknowledge  our  obligations  to  Mr.  Shideler. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  State  Tax  Commission,  six  volumes  of  the 
Wall  Street  Journal  have  been  added  to  our  newspaper  collection  and 
are  found  to  be  a  valuable  addition. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Conditions  brought  about  by  the  unsettled  times  have  not  materially 
affected  our  membership.  There  is  a  slight  decline  in  the  annual  mem- 
bership, but  the  shortage  is  much  less  than  was  anticipated.  ]\Iany  in- 
stitutions similar  to  ours  have  taken  measures  to  materially  increase 
their  membership,  and  it  is  possible  that  we  should  do  the  same.  There 
are  certain  bureaus  in  the  country  who  undertake  to  increase  the  mem- 
bership of  legitimate  and  necessary  societies  for  a  percentage  of  the  mem- 
bership fees  secured  by  the  increase.  This  plan  was  tried  by  the  Chicago 
Historical  Society  and  found  to  produce  good  effects.  This  Society  is 
vital  to  the  state  of  Kansas,  and  it  ought  to  have  a  membership  of  25,000 
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ai  least.  It  would  be  able  to  render  better  service  with  such  a  member- 
ship. Whetiier  it  would  be  wise  to  undertake  this  pbtn  at  the  prusent 
time  and  in  the  present  condition  of  the  country  I  am  not  prepared  to 
say.  But  I  do  believe  it  would  be  well  to  oU'ei-  25  percent  of  the  member- 
ship fees  for  one  year  to  some  reliable  firm  who  wouhl  undertake  a  lari4:e 
increase  in  our  membership.  Statistics  show  tiuit  the  averaj^e  life  oi 
a  membershij)  in  such  a  Society  as  ours  is  four  years.  On  this  basis,  the 
Society  would  secure  75  pei-cent  of  the  j)roceeds  of  the  increase  for 
the  first  year  and  the  total  sum  of  the  proceeds  of  the  increase  for  three 
years  following.  In  Kansas  I  feel  sure  we  would  count  with  confidence 
on  a  longer  duration  than  four  years,  and  we  would  certainly  secure 
many  members  who  would  remain  permanently  with  the  Society.  I  sub- 
mit this  matter  to  the  directors  and  request  that  they  bring  it  before  the 
Society,  to  be  discussed  and  acted  upon,  if  it  is  decided  that  action  should 
be  taken. 

PUBLICATIONS. 

The  fourteenth  volume  of  the  Collections  of  the  Society  has  not  yet 
been  sent  to  press.  It  is  due  this  year  and  should  have  been  published  in 
time  for  this  meeting.  The  state  printer  is  burdened  by  the  publication 
of  textbooks  for  the  common  schools  and  for  many  of  the  books  of  the 
high  schools  of  the  state.  It  is  necessary  that  these  textbooks  be  brought 
out  on  time  and  our  publications  have  to  wait  on  these.  The  copy  for  the 
fourteenth  volume  is  all  in,  and  most  of  the  editorial  work  has  been 
done.  The  copy  will  be  sent  to  the  state  printer  as  soon  as  it  can  be 
completed  after  this  meeting.  It  will  come  from  the  press  some  time 
during  the  winter. 

The  twentieth  biennial  report  was  issued  after  our  last  annual  meet- 
ing. Included  in  it  was  the  "History  of  Kansas  Newspapers."  This  work 
was  published  by  the  Society  in  1916,  and  is  a  history  of  the  newspapers 
and  magazines  published  in  Kansas  from  the  organization  of  the  territory, 
in  1854,  to  January  1,  lOlG.  It  contains  also  brief  statistical  information 
of  the  counties,  cities  and  towns  of  the  state.  It  also  contains  biographies 
of  many  of  the  pioneer  newspaper  men  and  women  of  Kansas  and  some 
of  the  present-day  publishers  of  newspapers  and  magazines  in  Kansas. 
The  book  has  proved  a  popular  one.  There  has  been  a  wide  demand  for 
it.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Society  can  enlarge  and  improve  this  work  and 
continue  to  bring  it  out  at  stated  periods.  The  improvements  which  can 
be  made  in  it  would  consist  largely  in  giving  the  discontinued  papers 
the  same  treatment,  so  far  as  their  history  is  concerned,  which  is  accorded 
to  the  going  publications.  Many  of  the  discontinued  papers  have  a  very 
interesting  history  and  they  are  entitled  to  more  elaborate  treatment 
than  it  has  been  possible  to  give  them  in  this  first  effort  to  write  a  history 
of  the  Kansas  newspapers.  The  annual  newspaper  list  was  suspended 
for  the  year  1916,  as  it  was  believed  its  place  would  properly  be  filled  by 
the  "History  of  Kansas  Newspapers"  above  mentioned.  A  corrected 
and  revised  list  of  newspapers  was  issued  in  June  of  this  year. 

The  many  demands  for  information  concerning  the  vital  Kansas  books 
made  it  necessary  to  publish  a  standard  list  of  these  authorities  on  Kansas 
history.    The  publication  was  called  "A  List  of  Books  Indispensable  to  a 
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Knowledge  of  Kansas  History  and  Literature."  It  has  proved  a  very 
l)oi)ular  i)ublicati()n,  and  recjuests  have  hecn  received  for  it  from  all 
parts  of  the  state  and  Irom  every  i)aiL  of  the  United  States. 

The  Society  has  just  j)ublished  and  distrihuted  a  list  of  duplicate 
books  and  magazines  for  use  of  Kansas  libraries.  We  are  just  now  be- 
ginning^ to  receive  ie(iuests  from  liiiraries  for  such  volumes  and  maga- 
zines as  we  can  furnish  them.  It  is  the  best  duplicate  list  the  Society  has 
ever  issued,  and  it  will  l)e  of  much  benclit  to  the  libraiies  of  the  state 
g-enerally. 

MHKAKY. 

The  library  is  a  matter  of  pride  with  the  Society.  It  is  one  of  the 
largest  and  best  west  of  the  Mississippi.  Its  growth  is  satisfactory,  and 
this  growth  is  an  increasing  ratio.  As  it  becomes  larger  and  better 
known  throughout  the  country  it  attracts  the  attention  of  those  having 
valuable  collections  to  dispose  of.  For  sixty  years  Kansans  have  been 
collecting  valuable  books  and  making  valuable  records.  The  state  is 
now  at  that  age  when  some  of  the  older  families  are  breaking  up.  Their 
members  are  being  scattered  and  called  to  other  states  and  other  countries. 
Their  libraries  and  manuscript  records  will  seek  our  library  as  a  place 
of  final  deposit  in  an  ever-increasing  degree.  The  advantage  of  our 
library  for  this  purpose  will  be  more  appreciated  and  widely  known  with 
every  passing  year. 

The  clipping  department  of  the  library  continues  to  grow  in  both 
volume  and  importance.  Its  special  work  during  the  present  war  is  to 
clip  from  every  available  newspaper  all  references  to  Kansas  troops. 
This  entails  a  vast  amount  of  work,  and  it  requires  patience  and  vigilance 
to  properly  perform  it.  Much  of  the  information  thus  preserved  by  the 
State  will  later  be  made  available  through  publications  issued  by  the 
state  and  the  nation,  but  that  will  be  some  years  hence.  In  the  meantime 
it  will  be  found  here  in  our  library  at  the  service  of  all  who  may  find 
themselves  interested.

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MUSEUM. 

The  accessions  to  the  museum  have  heen  extensive  and  valuahle.  Th«-se 
accessions  include  all  departments  of  the  museum.  Mr.  J.  T.  (Jenn,  of 
Wame^o,  has  increased  the  size  of  the  case  he  constructed  to  contain  the 
collection  he  donated  to  the  Society.  Only  recently  h(,'  added  a  numher 
of  new  pieces  to  his  collection. 

Donald  Thompson  made  valuable  contriljutions  to  the  museum.  He 
presented  many  relics  and  articles  from  the  battlefields  of  Europe  in  the 
present  war.    Three  cases  are  filled  with  these  interestinj^  relics. 

The  number  of  persons  visitinj^  the  museum  is  constantly  incieasin^'. 
It  is  estimated  that  during  the  free  fair  this  year  25,000  peoi)le  visited  the 
museum.  It  was  the  greatest  attendance  the  museum  has  ever  had.  We 
found  that  in  many  instances  visitors  who  came  throuj^h  curiosity  be- 
came interested  in  the  history  of  the  state  from  a  study  of  the  historical 
relics  on  display  in  the  museum.  The  educational  value  of  the  museum 
is  recognized  more  and  more  each  year  by  the  schools.  Many  teachers 
bring  their  pupils  here  to  look  through  the  museum,  with  its  historical 
relics  and  portraits,  and  we  receive  many  testimonials  to  the  value  of 
these  visits.  We  have  thousands  of  relics  of  an  historical  character 
which  we  are  not  able  to  display  for  want  of  showcases.  This  will  be 
remedied  in  time. 

ACCESSIONS. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  the  usual  number  of  accessions  to 
the  library  and  museum.  These  are  of  the  nature  always  to  be  expected, 
and  it  is  not  necessary  to  make  special  mention  of  them.  Their  number 
and  variety  are  up  to  the  standard  in  all  respects. 

One  very  notable  exception  to  the  above  general  rule  it  is  our  pleasure 
to  make  here.  Mrs.  Carrie  A.  Hall,  of  Leavenworth,  Kan.,  has  given  to 
the  Society  a  fine  collection  of  books,  portraits,  papers,  relics  and  docu- 
ments pertaining  to  Abraham  Lincoln.  Mrs.  Hall  was  for  many  years 
engagetl  in  making  this  collection,  and  spared  neither  pains  nor  expense 
upon  it.  It  contains  in  all  945  articles,  708  of  which  are  books  and 
pamphlets.  There  are  47  framed  pictures  of  Lincoln  in  the  collection  and 
many  museum  objects,  medals,  curios,  etc.  It  was  given  to  the  Society 
with  the  understanding  and  agreement  that  it  was  to  be  kept  always  in- 
tact and  on  display.  This  will  be  done,  and  room  No.  2  in  the  genealogical 
section  has  been  assigned  to  the  use  of  this  splendid  collection  of  Lincoln- 
iana. 

The  official  photographer  has  filed  with  the  secretary  photographs  of 
the  following-named  units  of  Kansas  troops.  They  are  fine  photographs 
and  the  names  of  the  men  composing  each  unit  are  to  be  found  on  the 
photographs.

DEPARTMENT  07  ARCHIVES. 

The  Society  still  labors  under  the  disadvantaj^e  of  havinc:  no  eciuip- 
ment  in  the  archives  room.  The  legislature  failed  to  provide  any  shelvini^ 
for  the  archives  of  the  state.  There  have  been  many  accessions  to  this 
department,  all  of  vital  importance  to  the  history  of  the  state. 

The  archives  have  been  much  in  demand  the  past  year.  The  insui'ance 
records  were  examined  critically  by  attorneys  for  the  Insurance  Depart- 
ment of  Kansas  during  the  months  of  May  and  June.  Inusurance  com- 
panies are  constantly  calling  for  information  from  the  department  of 
archives. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  services  rendered  by  the  archives  depart- 
ment during  the  past  year  are  in  connection  with  the  present  war.  The 
census  returns  have  been  appealed  to  in  many  instances  to  determine  the 
ages  of  persons  called  into  the  military  service.  It  has  been  possible  to 
furnish  this  information  to  all  applicants. 

OFFICIAL  PHOTOGRAPHER. 

It  is  the  judgment  of  your  secretary  that  there  should  be  some  definite 
term  for  the  official  photographer.  The  custom  has  been  to  appoint  an 
official  photographer  for  an  indefinite  term,  making  him  subject  to  re- 
moval at  any  time. 

The  office  of  official  photographer  has  given  the  secretary  much  trouble 
in  the  last  three  years.  To  hold  that  official  to  a  strict  performance  of 
what  was  believed  to  be  his  duties  was'  found  to  be  a  difiicult  matter.  He 
was  in  for  an  indefinite  term,  which  made  him,  in  a  manner,  independent 
of  the  secretary.    The  best  results  have  not  been  secured. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  official  photographer  be  appointed  an- 
nually by  the  executive  committee;  also,  that  the  executive  committee  be 
directed  to  require  a  bond  or  certified  check  from  the  person  so  appointed, 
to  insure  the  performance  of  his  contract  for  the  term  of  his  appoint- 
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menl.  The  oflicial  photoKrapln'r  nuikcs  from  $1,000  to  $1,200  fioin  the 
U'jifishitive  work,  anil  the  seciotary  of  this  Society  shouM  not  he  coin- 
I)elle(l  to  he  in  a  state  oT  anxiety  (luring  a  session  of  the  le^nshituie  as  to 
whether  the  official  photo^^rapliei-  will  pei  forrn  iiis  duties  and  all  his  duties 
at  that  time.  If  the  ollicial  photographer  gives  a  certified  check  for  the 
full  perfoi-mance  of  his  duties  he  will  he  apt  to  perform  them.  In  so  doin^ 
he  would  make  more  money  for  himself.  The  directors  of  the  Society  are 
urged  to  take  action  on  this  matter  at  this  present  annual  meeting.  As  the 
pi-esent  official  photographer  is  engaged  in  securing  the  i)hotograi)hs  of 
Kansas  soldiers,  and  this  work  is  not  completed,  it  will  prohahly  he  i>< 
F.ary  to  appoint  him  for  the  ensuing  year  under  the  old  plan.  If  lie  fails  i<> 
fully  comply  with  his  contract  he  will,  of  ccmrse,  never  he  considered  for 
the  appointment  again.  But  for  all  work  in  the  future  the  Society  must 
have  a  guaranty,  as  it  should  always  have  had.  If  the  olficial  photog- 
rapher fails  to  furnish  the  Society  with  the  war  pictures  he  has  agreed  to 
m.ake  it  will  he  a  calamity.  And  we  have  no  hond  and  no  guaranty  a':(l  no 
power  to  require  any.    This  must  be  remedied. 


It  is  a  source  of  gratification  that  we  can  look  back  upon  a  successful 
yoai".  There  is  a  spirit  of  j)rogress  in  this  Society.  Those  actively  con- 
nected with  it  have  always  had  ideals  to  be  attained  by  it,  and  they  have 
striven  to  reach  those  ideals.  This  was  so  from  the  very  first.  We  are 
now  realizing  upon  the  foresight  of  the  founders  of  this  Society.  And 
there  is  no  more  eflficient  institution  in  Kansas  than  the  Kansas  Histor- 
ical Society.  Our  organization,  our  great  collections,  our  achievement 
are  all  matters  of  pride  and  satisfaction,  and  for  all  of  these  wo  are 
truly  grateful. 

Necrology  of  the  Society,  October  18,  1916,  to  October  16,  1917. 
stephen  jackson  speak 

Stephen  Jackson  Spear,  one  of  our  most  interested  members,  died  at 
the  National  Soldiers'  Home,  October  31,  1916.  He  was  born  August  23, 
1834,  in  the  town  of  Quincy,  Mass.,  the  son  of  Nathaniel  S.  Spear  and 
Lois  (Thayer)  Spear.  In  March,  1854,  the  Spear  family  moved  west, 
locating  in  Buchanan  county,  Iowa,  and  in  September,  1857,  Stephen 
Spear  left  his  father's  home  in  Iowa  for  Kansas,  arriving  in  Shawnee 
county  on  the  11th.  He  stopped  here  but  a  short  time,  going  on  to 
Wabaunsee  county  and  the  Dragoon  creek  settlement,  where  he  pre- 
empted land  and  made  his  home.  Mr.  Spear  was  a  soldier  in  the  Civil 
War,  enlisting  April  22,  1862,  in  company  E,  Eighth  Kansas  Infantry. 
He  served  through  the  war,  and  participated  in  the  "grand  review" 
in  Washington,  being  mustered  out  in  that  city  in  April,  1865. 

To  volume  13  of  the  Kansas  Historical  Collections  Mr.  Spear  con- 
tributed a  valuable  article  on  the  Dragoon  creek  settlement.  His  long 
residence  there  gave  him  much  information  which  he  had  made  avail- 
able in  this  paper.  He  never  married,  and  for  the  past  fifteen  years 
has  divided  "his  time  between  his  home  in  Wabaunsee  county  and  the 
National  Soldiers'  Home,  near  Leavenworth. 
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GKORGK  WASllINCJTON  VKALK. 

In  the  death  of  Col.  Geor^ire  WasliinKton  Veale  this  Society  lost  a 
loni?-time  friend  and  an  ex-president.  Just  at  the  time  of  his  d<-ath  he 
was  not  a  member  of  the  Society,  but  his  name  had  been  on  our  rolls 
many  years,  and  in  TJOH  he  served  as  president. 

In  this  restricted  space  it  would  be  (juite  inipossible  to  pive  a  bio- 
^?raphical  sketch  of  Colonel  Veale,  he  has  been  so  lon^'  a  part  of  Kansas 
and  identified  with  its  public  affairs.  He  was  born  on  a  farm  in 
Daviess  county,  Indiana,  May  20,  IH.'i.'],  the  son  of  James  C.  Veale,  a 
soldier  in  the  War  of  1812.  He  was  educated  in  the  country  schools 
and  at  Wabash  college.  His  school  days  over,  he  became  a  clerk  in  a 
dry-Koods  store  in  P^vansville,  Ind.,  and  in  that  city  he  married  Miss 
Nannie  Johnson  in  January,  1857.  They  immediately  came  to  Kan.sas, 
settling:  in  Quindaro,  where  Colonel  Veale  en^^a^ed  in  the  mercantile 
business.  When  the  Civil  War  broke  out  he  raised  a  company  and  was 
commissioned  its  captain,  and  was  assigned  to  the  Fourth  Kansas 
volunteer  cavalry.  Later  he  saw  service  with  the  Second  Kansas 
militia  in  the  campaign  against  Price,  serving  as  colonel  of  the  regiment. 

Colonel  Veale  was  all  his  life  an  ardent  Rei)ublican  and  served  his 
party  in  many  public  offices;  for  fourteen  years  he  was  a  member  of  the 
Kansas  legislature.  He  resided  in  Quindaro  but  a  short  time  when  he 
moved  to  Topeka,  where  he  lived  until  his  death,  November  28,  191G. 
He  is  survived  by  his  wife  and  two  sons,  George  W.  Veale,  jr.,  of 
Topeka,  and  Walter  J.  Veale,  of  El  Paso,  Tex. 

MRS.   CPIARLOTTE   FRANCES  WILDER. 

Mrs  Charlotte  Frances  Wilder,  a  long-time  member  of  the  Historical 
Society,  and  one  of  our  directors,  passed  from  among  us  December  3, 
1910,  at  her  home  in  Manhattan.  She  was  born  in  Templeton,  N.  Y., 
the  daughter  of  Elijah  and  Hannah  Pfelt.  In  1861  she  married  George 
Wilder,  a  young  lawyer  of  Clinton,  N.  Y.  In  18(17  they  moved  to  Law- 
rence, Kan.,  and  durit^g  (he  following  year  changed  their  residence  to 
Manhattan;  therefore,  since  18(58  the  Wilders  have  formed  part  of  the 
social  life  of  the  town  and  have  been  prominent  workers  for  its  welfare. 

Mrs.  Wilder  was  a  Sunday-school  teacher  of  broad  experience,  hav- 
ing begun  the  work  when  she  was  but  fourteen  years  of  age,  and 
continuing  it  to  her  death.  Over  3,000  young  men  passed  out  of  her 
classes,  and  it  is  indicative  of  her  character  that  she  preserved  a  list 
of  them,  and  as  they  went  out  to  do  their  work  in  the  world  she  kept 
in  touch  with  them  through  correspondence.  For  many  years  she 
kept  open  house  for  her  class  on  Monday  evenings,  and  so  her  boys 
came  to  be  "her  boys"  indeed,  and  their  friendship  was  one  of  the 
cherished  things  of  her  life. 

Mrs.  Wilder  was  one  of  the  widely  known  writers  of  the  state,  the 
author  of  many  religious  books  and  a  contributor  to  many  church- 
papers  and  magazines.  She  was  a  member  of  the  Authors'  League  of 
America,  and  was  identified  with  various  church  organizations,  having 
served  as  president  of  the  Topeka  branch  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Society 
from  1875  to  1902.  She  was  a  member  of  the  Polly  Ogden  chapter  of  the 
Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution,  being  the  grand-daughter  of 
Samuel  Pfelt,  a  minuteman. 
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Mrs.  Wilder  is  survived  by  her  liusbarid  and  two  daujchters,  Mrn. 
Josophinc;  McCuIIoukIi,  of  Dckvan,  and  Mrs.  Adelaide  Sawdon,  of 
Ithaca,  N.  Y. 

JOSKl'K   H  rHJMMKU. 

Another  pioneer,  and  a  memhei-  of  this  Society,  has  been  called  to  his 
lon^;-  lest.  Joseph  E.  Plununer  died  at  his  home  io  C;hanute,  December  14, 
I'.MO,  after  a  long  illness.  Mi'.  IMummer  was  born  in  Preljle  county, 
Ohio,  .January  22,  1838.  lie  moved  to  Whitley  county,  Indiana,  and  from 
there  came  to  Kansas  in  the  fall  of  1809.  He  was  a  soldier  in  the  Civil 
War,  enlisting  in  company  E,  Seventeenth  infantry,  April  21,  1801;  he 
served  through  the  war,  his  period  of  service  being  four  years  and  a  half. 
On  November  15,  ]8()(),  he  was  married  to  I\liss  Martha  A.  Spangler,  in 
Whitley  county,  Indiana,  and  they  celebrated  their  golden  wedding  a 
month  before  his  death. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Plummer  settled  on  a  claim  near  Chanute  in  October, 
1869,  and  they  have  continued  to  make  their  home  there  during  Mr. 
Plummer's  life. 

AGNES  ELIZABETH  HENDERSON. 

In  the  death  of  Miss  Agnes  Elizabeth  Henderson  this  Society  loses 
one  of  its  most  interested  members.  She  was  born  August  (3,  1858,  in 
Junction  City,  and  died  January  28,  1917.  Her  parents,  Capt.  and  Mrs. 
Robert  Henderson,  were  pioneers,  having  been  married  at  Fort  Riley, 
July  17,  1857.  Miss  Lizzie,  as  she  was  usually  called,  was  the  first  white 
child  born  in  Junction  City.  In  honor  of  the  event  the  town  site  com- 
pany deeded  her  a  lot.  They  also  asked  her  proud  parents  to  name  her 
Junctiana,  but  happily  that  request  was  not  granted. 

All  her  life  was  passed  in  or  near  Junction  City.  Every  one  knew  her 
and  every  one  loved  her.  It  w^as  a  shock  to  all  when  through  failing 
health  she  was  obliged  to  enter  a  sanitorium  at  Las  Vegas,  N.  M.  She 
made  a  brave  struggle,  but  it  was  unavailing.  Finally  she  felt  she  must 
come  buck  to  pass  her  last  tlays  in  the  family  home  at  Logan  Giove,  and 
it  was  there  that  death  found  her. 

She  was  a  most  loyal  Kansan,  and  deeply  interested  in  the  history  of 
the  state.  She  had  a  very  wide  acquaintance,  and  knew  intimately  many 
of  the  men  and  women  who  have  achieved  prominence  through  their 
efl'orts  in  the  behalf  of  Kansas.  Miss  Henderson  was  a  woman  of  fine 
mind  and  a  good  deal  of  a  student.  In  her  father's  home  she  met  the 
best  of  Kansas,  and  she  in  turn  gave  back  the  best  that  was  in  her. 

JOHN  P.  HARRIS. 

In  the  death  of  John  P.  Harris  this  Society  loses  another  life  member, 
and  a  member  of  its  board  of  directors.  He  was  born  July  24,  1839,  at 
Marietta,  Ohio,  the  son  of  Asa  and  Eliza  (Fulcher)  Harris,  and  he  died 
at  his  home  in  Ottawa,  February  20,  1917.  In  1853  his  father  and 
mother,  with  their  family,  moved  to  Iowa,  settling  in  Appanoose  county. 
Here  they  remained  until  1859,  when  they  came  to  Kansas  and  located  in 
Centropolis  township.  Franklin  county. 

"Jack"  Harris,  as  he  was  familiarly  called,  enlisted  in  the  First 
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Kansas  battery,  Novornhor  'M),  1H(51,  serviiiK  until  December  15,  l«f;4, 
when  he  was  niusteied  out  as  sei^oant.  After  the  war  he  returned  to  his 
httme  in  J<'ranklin  county  and  has  been  a  r(;si(h'nt  of  the  county  ever 
since,  spending-  most  of  his  Vil'c.  in  Ottawa,  wh(!re  he  served  on  the  first 
city  coujicil.  He  heUI  many  city  and  county  ollices  and  was  postmaster 
fiom  1898  to  190().  The  death  of  J\1j-.  llai-ris  was  a  blow  to  Ottawa, 
where  he  had  been  one  of  the  most  prominent  and  jjublic-spirited  citizens. 

Mr.  llariis  was  twice  married,  liist  to  Saiali  Elizabeth  Zook,  on  June 
24,  18(59,  at  Farmin^ton,  111.  Two  sons  were  boi-n  to  them,  Ralph  A. 
Harris  and  Fred  M.  Harris.  Mrs.  Hai-ris  died  A|jril  11,  lUO'J.  On  Febru- 
ary 27,  1912,  at  Bushnell,  111.,  Mr.  Harris  was  mariied  to  Iwances  Anj^e- 
line  Zook,  who  survives  him. 

IIAKRY  W.  SHARP. 

Harry  W.  Sharp,  a  member  of  oui-  Society,  died  at  LaJolIa,  Cal., 
February  21,  1917.  He  was  born  Auj!:ust  4,  1802,  at  Clinton,  Mo.,  and 
came  to  Kansas  at  an  early  ag-e.  In  the  early  80's  he  lived  in  Topeka, 
and  about  1885  married  a  Topeka  girl.  Miss  Minnie  Baker,  daughter  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  F.  P.  Baker,  Kansas  pioneers,  and  associated  with  the 
early  newspaper  interests  of  this  city. 

Mr.  Sharp  entered  the  employ  of  the  Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  Fe 
Railway  Company  about  1885,  and  rose  to  the  position  of  division  super- 
intendent. He  was  known  as  an  excellent  railroad  man,  and  was  very 
popular  among  his  employees.  Of  late  years  he  had  been  in  failing  health 
and  some  months  prior  to  his  death  had  been  given  leave  of  absence  in 
the  hope  that  complete  rest  might  restore  him.  He  was  much  interested 
in  the  work  of  this  Society,  and  in  the  early  history  of  the  southwest 
generally.  At  one  time  he  made  a  fine  collection  of  books  on  the  peiiod 
of  exi)loration  through  this  Middle  West  country.  i\Ir.  Sharp  is  sur- 
vived by  his  wife  and  two  daughters. 

WILLIAM  AI.UKliT  MORGAN. 

Jn  the  death  of  William  Albert  Morgan  the  Kansas  State  Histoi'ical 
Society  loses  one  of  its  best  friends  and  most  interested  members.  He 
was  on  our  board  of  directors  for  many  years,  and  was  several  times 
urged  to  serve  as  president  of  the  society.  This  last  he  would  never 
consent  to  do,  saving  that  he  would  rather  work  for  the  Society  as  a 
director  than  be  its  president.  As  commander  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  he  was  a  member  of  the  IMemorial  Building  Commission  and 
was  always  helpful  to  our  Society  and  watchful  for  its  interests.  He 
was  repeatedly  a  member  of  our  executive  committee,  and  on  many 
occasions  his  practical  advice  helped  us  over  rough  places  and  contributed 
largely  to  our  present  well-being.  From  his  close  association  with  us  in 
the  administrative  work  of  this  Society  we  came  to  regard  him  with 
sincere  affection  and  to  continually  seek  his  counsel. 

Colonel  Morgan  was  born  in  Heland,  at  Bandon,  County  Cork,  on 
March  6,  1841,  and  he  died  at  the  home  of  his  son,  Lieutenant  Governor 
W.  Y.  Morgan,  in  Hutchinson,  March  24,  1917.  When  he  was  but  six 
years  of  age  his  parents  came  to  this  country,  locating  at  Cincinnati, 
Ohio,  and  here  the  young  William  had  his  schooling  and  learned  the 
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printer's  trade.  When  the  Civil  War  came  on  lie  enlisted  in  c<)U\\y.uiy  I), 
Twenty-third  KentueUy  vnlunteer  itil'antry,  and  was  niustei-<-(|  out  as  a 
first  lieutenant.  After  the  war,  and  until  1871,  he  worked  at  his  trade 
in  and  about  Oinciniuiti ;  that  year  he  came  to  Kan.^as,  settlinj^  at  Cotton- 
wood b'alls,  wh(Me  on  March  4,  1H71,  he  issued  the  Chdnt;  Coniitu  Lcddi  r. 
He  continued  the  publication  of  this  papci-  until  March  1,  r.)0:i,  when  he 
retired. 

Colonel  Morp:an  was  a  stronti^  Re|)ublican,  seived  his  district  in  the 
lej^islature  at  various  times,  and  was  a  member  of  the  state  Senate 
18y;M8'jr).  lie  was  largely  instrumental  in  procurinj^  the  pa.^sage  of  the 
first  appropriation  for  the  building  of  this  structure  in  which  we  have 
our  home  and  therefore  I  need  not  reiterate  to  you  his  good  oHices  to  this 
Society, 

On  March  21,  18G4,  he  was  married  to  Miss  Wilhelmina  0.  Yoa^t.  She 
died  at  Cottonwood  Falls  in  11)10.  Two  children  survive  him — William 
Yoast  Morgan,  the  i)resent  lieutenant  governor  of  the  state,  and  Mrs. 
 Coe,  of  Cottonwood  Falls. 

JOHN  R.  COOK 

In  the  death  of  John  R.  Cook  one  of  the  picturesque  figures  of  this 
part  of  the  country  is  gone.  He  was  a  frontiersman  and  a  buffalo  hunter; 
was  associated  with  Buffalo  Bill,  Kit  Carson  and  Jim  Bridger,  and  was 
one  of  the  last  to  be  with  us.  He  had  been  a  member  of  our  Society  for 
some  years,  and  was  keenly  interested  in  all  our  efforts  to  preserve  the 
history  of  the  frontier  days. 

Mr.  Cook  was  born  in  Mount  Gilead,  Ohio,  December  19,  1844,  and 
died  at  Wilburton,  Kan.,  ]\Iarch  25,  1917.  He  came  to  Kansas  in  1857, 
and  as  the  frontier  line  moved  west  he  followed  it.  He  hunted  buffalo 
over  the  site  of  Dodge  City  and  along  the  Arkansas  river  long  before 
civilization  had  pushed  so  far  west.  On  September  2,  18G2,  he  enlisted 
as  a  private  in  company  K,  Twelfth  Kansas  infantry,  and  was  discharged 
at  Ijawrence,  June  ;U),  18(15.  He  was  mairied  in  Sedan,  November  25, 
1883,  and  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Mrs.  Alice  V.  Cook. 

In  the  later  year  of  his  life  he  took  a  homestead  in  Morton  county 
and  did  much  to  develop  the  watermelon  industry  of  that  county.  He 
was  a  strong  Republican  and  figured  in  the  political  campaigns  of  his 
party.  Some  years  ago  Mr.  Cook  wrote  the  story  of  the  plains  in  his 
book,  "The  Border  and  the  Buffalo."  It  is  one  of  the  best  of  its  kind  ever 
written,  and  it  is  unfortunate  that  more  of  ]\Ir.  Cook's  thrilling  tales  of 
adventure  have  not  been  preserved. 

WILLIAP.I   HENRY  ROBERTS. 

William  Henry  Roberts,  a  member  of  this  Society,  died  May  8,  1917, 
at  Marion,  Kan.  He  was  born  in  Stark  county,  Ohio,  April  13,  1846. 
When  he  was  seventeen  years  of  age  he,  with  his  widowed  mother,  came 
from  northern  Indiana  to  IMarion  county.  He  took  a  homestead  adjoin- 
ing what  is  now  the  town  of  Marion,  and  for  all  these  years  he  has  been 
a  continuous  resident.  When  he  came  into  the  county  there  were  not 
more  than  ten  or  twelve  families  within  its  bounds.  His  first  home  was 
a  log  cabin  with  a  dirt  roof  and  a  dirt  floor,  but  always  the  spirit  of  hos- 
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pitality  and  kindliness  emanated  from  its  lieart[ist(jne,  and  that  Hpirit 
remained  unclianj^ed  throu^jh  all  his  prospeicuis  days.  The  story  of  h'm 
kindly  acts  and  ^eneious  deeds  is  one  that  will  never  he  written  save 
in  the  hearts  of  his  neijAhhors. 

In  18G5  Samuel  A.  Kinj^man,  who  latei-  was  chief  justice  of  Kan.sa.s 
for  some  ten  years,  was  attending,'-  an  Indian  treaty  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Little  Arknsas  rivei-  not  far  from  the  present  site  of  Wichita.  Duritijc 
this  time  he  kept  a  diai-y,  and  this  is  what  he  w)-ot(?  of  Mrs.  Itoherts, 
Henry's  mother: 

"Oct.  20,  18G5.  Started  at  daylif^^ht  and  tiaveled  20  miles  to  breakfast. 
God  bless  the  widow,  for  she  gave  us  a  good  breakfast.  It  was  the  first 
approach  to  civilization  for  three  weeks.  The  liorne  had  no  lloor,  the 
roof  was  of  puncheon  covered  with  dirt,  in  which  was  a  ^ood  crop  of 
weeds,  showing-  a  I'ich  soil." 

In  18()G,  August  13,  Mr.  Roberts  was  married  to  Miss  Sarah  J.  Pat- 
terson, who  was  a  native  of  North  Carolina  and  an  adopted  daughter  of 
Barzilli  Gibson,  with  whom  she  had  come  to  Kansas.  Six  children  v/ere 
born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Roberts;  four  died  in  infancy.  Two  daughters, 
Mrs.  Margaret  Wymer  and  Mrs.  Mary  DuVall  survive  their  father. 
Mrs.  Roberts  died  some  years  ago. 

WILLIAM  E.  STICKEL. 

William  E.  Stickel,  a  life  member  of  this  Society,  passed  into  eternal 
rest  May  29,  1917,  at  his  home  in  Topeka.  He  was  born  in  1859  and  had 
been  in  business  in  Topeka  for  the  past  twenty-live  years.  Mr.  Stickel 
was  a  man  of  sterling  integrity,  and  though  he  had  not  been  identified 
with  our  Society  very  long  had  evinced  great  interest  in  it,  and  the  work 
it  was  trying  to  do. 

WILLIAM   M'GILL  HASELTINE. 

William  McGill  Haseltine  was  born  December  20,  1831,  and  died 
August  17,  1917.  In  the  death  of  Mr.  Haseltine  a  life  member  of  our 
Society  has  been  called  into  eternal  rest. 

His  association  with  Kansas  was  in  the  very  early  days.  He  was  born 
in  Hamilton,  Ohio,  the  son  of  a  merchant  tailor.  While  he  was  yet  a 
child  his  parents  moved  to  Pendleton,  Ind.,  and  there  he  received  his 
common-school  education.  Having  employment  offered  him  in  Ohio,  he 
went  there,  and  it  was  in  Oxford  he  married  his  first  wife,  Martha  J. 
Felton.  Shortly  after  their  marriage  they  moved  to  New  Paris,  and 
here  they  became  interested  in  the  future  of  Kansas  territory.  They 
joined  a  party  of  Ohioans  who  were  planning  to  settle  in  Kansas,  and  in 
the  spring-  of  1855  arrived  in  Lawrerice.  Here  I\Ir.  Haseltine  started  in 
the  grocery  business.  His  store  and  all  his  i)roperty  was  destroyed  when 
Quantrill  raided  Lawrence,  August  21,  18G3.  The  family  lived  in  the 
second  story  of  the  store  building,  and  Mr.  Haseltine  managed  their 
escape  by  lowering  them  on  an  improvised  rope  from  one  of  the  upper 
windows,  and  sending  them  to  the  house  of  a  friend  at  the  edge  of  town. 
He  fled  to  a  ravine,  where  he  remained  hidden  until  the  slaughter  was  over. 
After  recovering  from  this  dreadful  scene  he  set  about  rebuilding  his 
store,  and  within  the  year  put  in  a  new  stock  of  groceries.  He  continued 
in  business  in  Lawrence  until  1874,  when  he  went  to  St.  Louis  and  into 
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.the  om[)l<)y  of  the  Satnucl  Cuijplcs  VVooih  nwarc  and  Taper  (:<jrni)any. 
lie  remaitu'd  with  this  liirii  for  moie  than  thiity  years.  In  TJ07  he  ac- 
t'e|)te(l  a  jjosition  with  tlie  Jones  Woodenware  and  I'aper  ('(jrnpany,  and 
coiitiniied  in  tiieir  (.-niploy  until  I'Y'hniaiy  l'.^,  I'JIT,  when  liis  health  havinj^ 
failed,  he  letired  from  all  husiness  connections. 

On  May  21,  18G(),  Mrs.  llaseltine  died.  She  was  the  mother  of  .six 
children— Alice,  now  Mrs.  Cliarks  A.  Ilu^hson,  of  (California;  Lyde, 
Mrs.  Alfred  G.  Hertz,  of  Kansas  City,  Mo.;  Cariie,  Mrs.  C.  II.  Teriy, 
of  Kansas  C-ity;  William  (J rant,  at  present  a  citi/.i-n  (jf  Seattle;  and  two 
boys  who  died  in  infancy. 

On  November  28,  18G7,  Mr.  Haseltine  was  married  to  Emma  Bruner, 
and  to  this  second  union  four  children  weie  born,  two  of  whom  survive — 
Arthur  M.,  now  of  ('hica^-o,  and  Lawrence  J-'.,  of  Los  Anj^eU-s. 

For  three  years  after  their  removal  to  St.  Louis  the  Haseltine  family 
lived  in  the  city,  but  in  1877  they  moved  to  the  near-by  town  of  Olney, 
111.,  where  the  family  home  has  continued,  and  where  Mr.  Haseltine  died. 

THKODOKK  A.  WILKIK. 

Theodore  A.  Wilkie,  another  of  our  members,  died  at  his  home  in 
North  Topeka,  September  7,  1917.  Mr.  Wilkie  was  a  native  of  South 
Bend,  Ind.,  having  been  born  there  in  1850.  He  came  to  Topeka  in  18S2, 
and  has  lived  here  ever  since.  In  1889  he  became  a  member  of  the  post- 
office  force,  and  was  a  veteran  in  the  Topeka  post  office.  Some  nine  years 
ago  he  was  transferred  to  the  North  Topeka  oHice.  In  the  years  between 
1882  and  1889  Mr.  Wilkie  was  employed  on  the  Topeka  Daily  Capital,  first 
as  a  reporter  and  then  as  city  circulator  and  in  charge  of  city  adver- 
tising. 

He  is  survived  by  his  son,  Horace  Wilkie,  of  this  city.

FORTY-SECOND  ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  THE 
SOCIETY. 

October  16,  1917. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  convened  immediately 
upon  the  adjournment  of  the  meeting  of  the  board  of  directors, 
and  was  called  to  order  by  the  president,  Charles  S.  Gleed. 

There  was  some  comment  on  the  meager  attendance,  which 
was  attributed  to  the  disturbed  condition  of  affairs  attendant 
upon  the  war.

The  committee  on  archaeology,  through  its  chairman,  George 
P.  Morehouse,  made  the  following  report : 

October  K),  1917. 
To  the  Members  of  the  Kansas  State  Historical  Society: 

The  poet  Harry  Kemp,  in  speaking  of  our  state,  once  wrote: 

"I.ct  otliiT  count I'ios  K'l'i'y  i"  llH'ir  ]>:\s\, 
Kansas  i;iories  in  lier  tlay.s  t(i  bo. 
Her  horizons,  limitless  and  vast, 
Her  plains  that  storm  the  senst-s  like  the  sea. 
Slie  has  no  ruins  gray  that  men  ri'\  ere — 
Iler  time  is  Now.     Iler  heritage  is  Here." 

And  yet  our  Society,  with  its  patient  and  skilled  archaeoloj>ical  friends 
in  various  parts  of  the  state,  is  quietly  delving-  into  the  sources  from 
Mdience  glimmer  the  beaconing  twilight  of  Kansas  history  and  is  finding- 
many  "ruins  gray"  and  unearthing-  from  the  silent  mounds  and  ancient 
sites  of  prehistoric  towns  rare  relics  of  untold  value.  These  mute  wit- 
nesses testify  in  eloquent  and  convincing  terms  to  a  very  ancient  and  ac- 
tive race  which  once  lived,  loved,  wrought,  struggled  and  died  along  the 
beautiful  and  classic  valleys  of  our  state;  and  even  out  upon  many  of  the 
slopes  and  tablelands  their  work  and  footprints  are  frequently  coming 
to  light.  All  of  this  is  extremely  interesting;  for  it  is  proving  that  the 
oft-repeated  statement,  "Kansas  cannot  boast  of  a  remote  antiquity,"  is 
an  allegation  which  needs  constant  revision. 
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The  more  I  study  ancient  American  things,  as  revealed  by  our  archa;- 
olo^ists,  tlic  more  I  hi-lieve  that  this  country  was  pecjfih-d  hef(jr(.'  the  flood; 
that  portions  of  the  American  continent  ecjual  or  even  suri>ass  in  an- 
tiquity either  Europe  or  Africa,  and  like  them  is  a  child  u\  Asia,  the 
scat  of  the  human  race,  and  was  one  of  its  earliest  c(donies. 

More  and  more  evidence  comes  to  lit^ht  each  year  tending-  to  prove  that 
Kansas  was  once  the  center  of  a  vast  emj)ire  of  remotest  anti(juity. 

While  your  committee  has  not,  as  a  committee,  conducted  any  exten- 
sive exploration,  yet  several  of  its  members  have  performed  considerable 
work,  as  individuals,  which  is  worthy  of  mention  in  this  report. 

Several  discoveries  of  new  and  interesting^-  localities  wheie  mankind 
lived  in  Kansas  at  a  very  remote  period  of  time  have  been  made;  many 
fine  specimens  of  the  art  of  skilled  handicraft  in  makinj^  flint  artifacts 
have  been  foiind;  numerous  sites  of  ancient  prehistoric  town  sites  for 
future  investigation  have  been  located,  and  considerable  original  research 
work  and  writing-  has  been  done  by  several  members  of  our  committee. 

Possibly  the  diverting  attention  given  the  (Jreat  War  in  Europe,  which 
is  changing  the  map  of  the  world,  has  prevented  more  systematic  work  in 
trying  to  gain  further  knowledge  of  ancient  Kansas  battle  fields  and  the 
destroyed  town  sites  of  the  prehistoric  tribes  and  nations  which  once  in- 
habited the  fair  domain  which  we  now  call  Kansas. 

The  Historical  Society  should  have  a  modest  fund  from  which  to  draw 
for  the  actual  expenses  of  some  proper  exploration  of  certain  localities 
and  for  the  purchase  of  rare  collections  which  are  now  in  our  state,  but 
which  are  being  picked  up  by  enthusiasts  from  other  states  and  taken  to 
their  museums.  Often  rare  gifts  of  relics  are  donated  to  the  Society,  but 
it  cannot  expect  local  collectors  to  part  with  their  findings  of  years  with- 
out some  remuneration.  Also,  our  Society  cannot  conduct  any  original  in- 
vestigation by  exploration  of  the  many  undeveloped  archaeological  fields  in 
the  state  without  spending  some  money. 

The  object  of  this  report  is  not  only  to  mention  the  work  of  the  com- 
mittee during  the  past  year,  but  also  to  interest  more  of  our  members  of 
the  Historical  Society  and  others  in  the  interesting  subject  of  "Prehis- 
toric Man  in  Kansas,"  which  is  the  topic  of  this  annual  report. 

PREHISTORIC  MAN  IN  KANSAS. 

It  is  generally  known  that  a  large  part  of  central  and  western  Kansas 
was  once  covered  by  a  great  inland  sea,  in  which  lived  huge  monsters  of 
the  largest  type,  as  well  as  great  sharks  and  fishes.  Gigantic  land  animals 
roamed  along  its  shores  and  in  the  near-by  morasses,  thriving  upon  the 
luxuriant  vegetation,  as  proven  by  the  enormous  teeth  and  bones  which 
have  been  found,  and  even  the  entire  skeletal  remains  of  the  mastodon  and 
megatherium  types.  Some  of  these  rare  specimens  are  preserved  in  our 
Kansas  museums,  while  others  have  been  taken  to  enrich  the  collections 
in  eastern  universities. 

After  examining  a  fossil  fish  from  Hamilton  county.  Chancellor  Snow 
said:  **Your  fine  fish  probably  lived  and  died  when  what  is  now  Hamil- 
ton county — now  over  3,000  feet  above  the  present  sea  level — was  under 
the  salt-water  ocean.    Remains  of  fishes,  sharks  and  great  sea  monsters 
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are  found  in  the  locks  of  wcstoin  Kansas,  ospocially  alon^:  the  banks  of 
the  Smoky  Hill  river  and  its  hranchcs.  The  lior|;y  Monnlain.s  wen-  nol 
upheaved  when  youi-  (ish  lived  and  died." 

We  do  not  yet  know  whether  man  lived  in  the  eastein  part  of  Kansas 
during'  or  about  the  aj>,e  above  mentioned;  but  we  do  know,  from  the 
labors  of  our  few  but  patient  Kansas  a rclueologists,  that  types  of  hu- 
manity lived  in  what  is  now  this  state  many,  many,  probaldy  tens  of 
thousands  years  a}i,(). 

Archiuology  in  a  limited  sense  includes  antliropolo^'y  and  ethnolojj-y, 
and  thus  refers  to  tlie  concerns  and  work  of  lb*'  prehistoric  natives  and 
the  tribes  or  divisions  into  which  they  were  divided  before  the  discovery 
and  exj)]oration  of  our  counti-y  by  the  whites. 

All  prior  to  that  is  "prehistoric,"  for,  while  some  of  the  Amei-ican 
aborig-inals  had  and  have  historical  ti'adition,  and  even  crude.'  wiitte;i 
recoids,  yet  they  are  so  brief,  va,a;ue  and  f ra^'uientary  that  they  caniKjt 
be  accepted  as  written  history. 

The  idea  which  many  have  had,  including  our  early  Kansas  historians, 
that  ^'Kansas  cannot  boast  of  a  retnote  anli<iuity,  that  her  soil  never 
was  the  scene  of  stirring-  events  until  of  late  yeais,"  as  one  of  them  once 
wrote,  is  far  from  correct. 

Our  historical  writers  have  been  kept  so  busy  with  the  known  facts 
of  our  throbbing  life  as  a  developing  commonwealth  that  they  have  neg- 
lected the  important  and  entrancing  facts  which  urchieology  is  biinging 
to  light. 

When  did  mankind  first  inhabit  Kansas  or  the  regions  contiguous  to 
it?  will  always  be  an  interesting  question  for  the  scientists.  Until  the 
past  few  years  it  has  been  considered  that  the  immediate  ancestors  of 
some  of  our  known  Indian  tribes  were  our  first  settlers — say  within  four 
or  five  hundred  years.  That  far  back  is  proven  fi'om  the  testimony  of 
the  earliest  Spanish  and  French  explorers,  who,  during  the  period  of 
Cabeza  de  Vaca  in  ir);U),  Coionailo  in  If)!!,  Onate  in  lOOl,  Marcjuette  in 
1(57^},  Dutisne  in  17li),  Bourgmont  in  17:^4,  Jesuit  Fathers  as  early  as 
1727,  found  by  personal  exploi'ation  or  from  information,  that  Indians 
were  then  inhabiting  what  is  now  Kansas  during  those  dates.  Of  course, 
the  first  coming  of  man  to  this  state  was  long  prior  to  those  above  dates, 
for  some  of  those  explorers  found  the  Indian  fairly  well  established  along 
certain  of  our  river  valleys,  where  it  was  then  evident  they  had  lived  for 
many  years. 

But  within  a  few  years  past  discoveries  have  been  made  which  throw 
new  light  upon  the  antiquity  of  man  in  Kansas  and  seem  to  prove  that 
he  was  here  many  thousands  of  years  ago.  In  1902  the  scientists  of  the 
world  were  startled  by  the  discovery  -of  the  "Lansing  man,"  which  was 
unearthed  near  Lansing,  Leavenworth  county,  while  some  parties  were 
digging  a  deep  tunnel.  It  was  found  far  below  a  stratum  of  earth  and 
rock,  imbedded  in  river  loess.  Eminent  scientists  from  various  parts  of 
the  United  States  critically  explored  the  location  of  the  relic  and  re- 
ported thereon.  They  found  that  the  probable  age  of  this  remarkable 
find  was  from  10,000  to  35,000  years  old.  From  other  discoveries  it  is 
almost  certain  that  man  lived  within  the  present  borders  of  our  state  as 
far  back  as  the  glacial  period,  possibly  before. 
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The  more  thorough  ox[)l()i:ili()n  will  piolnibly  ic-veal,  if  il  lias  not  al- 
ready, the  relics  oT  man  aloii^-  with  that  of  the  extinct  animals  found  in 
the  ancient  glacial  drifts  of  eastei  ii  Kansas  and  in  the  heds  of  our  pre- 
historic seas  in  the  western  part  of  the  state. 

It  is  now  an  accepted  fact  that  men  were  livin^^  in  the  Mississippi 
valley  and  alonj^  its  tributaries  when  the  mastodon  and  the  elephant  lived 
in  and  browsed  upon  its  forests,  and  in  New  Jei-sey  when  the  walrus  arid 
reindeer  from  Gieenland  reached  that  far  south. 

Relics  of  mankind  and  extinct  animals  aie  found  mixed  \n  the  ^old- 
bearing  ji-ravels  of  California  and  Colorado,  arid  ri^^^ht  neai-  us,  in  Ne- 
braska, arrow  and  spear  points  ai-e  found  from  fifteen  to  twenty  feet 
below  the  ^-round  surface,  in  the  Joess  covering-  the  ancient  lake  beds  of 
our  neighboring-  state,  mixed  with  the  bones  of  the  early  American 
elephant. 

Years  ago  (1880)  the  Scientific  Anicricnn,  in  commenting  u[)on  a  re- 
port of  Judge  E.  P.  West  regarding?  archaeological  explorations  in  Kan- 
sas, said:  "It  presents  a  large  amount  of  evidence  to  show  that  at  a  re- 
mote period  that  region  was  peopled  by  a  lace  with  which  the  mound 
builders  must  be  accounted  modein.  .  .  ,  Prior  to  the  drift  epoch  the 
river  channels  were  deeper  than  now  and  the  river  valleys  weie  lower. 
Subsequently  the  valleys  were  filled  by  lucustrine  deposit  of  considerai)le 
depth.  In  or  beneath  this  deposit  the  i-emains  of  an  extinct  i-ace  occur. 
Here  we  have  a  buried  race  enwrapped  in  a  profound  and  startling  mys- 
tery— a  race  whose  appearance  and  exit  in  the  world's  drama  precedes 
stupenduous  changes  marking  our  continent,  and  which  perhajis  require 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  years  for  their  accom})lishment-  The  prize  is 
no  less  than  determining  when  this  mysterious  people  lived,  how  they 
lived,  when  they  passed  out  of  existence,  and  why  they  became  extinct." 

The  explorations  referred  to  were  principally  along  the  second  bottom 
or  terraces  of  the  Kansas  valley  in  Douglas,  Pottawatomie,  Riley,  Dickin- 
son, and  KUsworth  counties,  also  in  the  counties  of  Marion  and  Lincoln, 
in  which  in  the  digging  of  wells  and  other  excavations,  stone  and  flint 
artifacts,  bones  and  bone  implements,  pottery  and  other  relics  of  man 
were  found  from  twenty  to  thirty  feet  below  the  present  surface  of  the 
ground.  The  age  of  these  relics  and  the  race  usinj?  them  has  been  placed 
just  after  the  g-lacial  epoch  and  before  the  deposit  of  the  loess  ac- 
cumulations. 

One  of  the  prolific  sources  of  information  regardin^^  prehistoric  Kan- 
sas comes  from  the  relics  of  various  kinds  found  in  the  numerous  mounds 
which  have  been  discovered  and  explored  by  our  local  a7'cha.'ologists. 
While  the  mounds  and  also  those  numberless  stone,  flint  and  bone 
articles,  artifacts  found  upon  the  sites  of  ancient  Indian  village  sites, 
were  probably  used  by  a  race  of  men  hundreds  of  years  this  side  of  those 
heretofore  mentioned,  yet  their  mute  evidence  is  eloquent  with  facts 
touching  their  habits  of  life,  their  tribal  relations  and  the  extent  of  their 
travels  and  influence. 

While  the  mound  builders  of  Kansas  were  of  a  different  type  than 
those  of  Ohio,  Illinois  and  Wisconsin  variety,  nevertheless  in  many  re- 
spects their  work  is  just  as  interesting  and  worthy  of  study. 
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There  never  was  a  systematic  cxploialioii  of  tin-  l.fiown  iiiouml 
and  ancient  Indian  villa^;-e  sites  of  Kansas,  and  a  lar^ce  part  of  thosj 
which  were  first  noticed  wlien  the  state  was  settled  have  Ween  obliterated 
by  the  cultivation  of  the  soil  or  by  the  acts  of  careless  despoilers,  and 
most  of  the  valuable  relics  were  lost  or  scattered. 

Thirty  or  forty  years  ago  one  or  two  of  our  educational  institutions 
made  some  effort,  and  about  twenty  years  a^o  the  Kansas  Historical 
Society  had  a  committee  which  tried  to  do  some  ori^jinal  work,  but  havini^ 
no  means  to  pay  expenses,  did  not  go  very  far.  The  most  systematic  work 
ever  done  in  the  state  was  by  some  private  parties  from  other  states, 
such  as  that  by  Prof.  J.  V.  Brower,  of  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  and  m(j.st  of  what 
such  expeditions  found  went  to  eastern  museums. 

One  early  Kansas  enthusiast  was  Prof.  J.  A.  Udden,  of  liethany  Col- 
lege, at  Lindsborg,  who  early  in  the  eighties  explored  several  mounds 
south  of  the  Smoky  Hill  river  and  found  numerous  animal  bones,  hand 
grindstones,  stone  antl  flint  weapons,  implements  and  pottery,  in  all  about 
500  relics.  The  finding  of  a  piece  of  Si)anish  chain  mail  made  him  think 
that  the  site  was  occupied  as  late  as  the  earlieiit  western  exploi-ation  by 
the  Spaniards  of  Coronado's  time. 

Two  of  the  most  successful  recent  Kansas  archieologists  are  George 
J.  Remsburg,  of  Potter,  Kan.,  and  Mark  E.  Zimmerman,  of  White  Cloud. 
They  have  discovei-ed  and  explored  numerous  prehistoric  mounds  and 
village  sites  in  northeast  Kansas  and  preserved  large  collections  of  fine 
relics.  Most  of  their  work  has  been  in  Doniphan,  Atchison  and  Leaven- 
worth counties  and  has  been  described  in  published  articles.  Among  the 
numerous  mounds  examined  by  Mr.  Remsburg  were  two  upon  the  land  of 
the  late  Senator  John  J.  Ingalls,  about  live  miles  below  Atchison  on  a 
bluff  overlooking  the  Missouri  river  and  Walnut  creek.  One  of  these 
contained  the  remains  of  a  dozen  aborigines.  It  was  fifteen  feet  in 
diameter,  composed  of  alternate  layers  of  stone  and  earth,  with  the  bones, 
lliid.  and  pottery  articles  embedded  in  the  earth  layers.  At  Oak  INIills  he 
found  an  extremely  ancient  and  extensive  cemetery,  and  hundreds  of 
flint  and  stone  weapons,  implements  and  potsherds. 

The  site  of  the  main  village  of  the  "Quans"  or  the  "Grande  Village 
des  Cansez,"  which  was  the  famous  capital  of  the  Indian  nation  after- 
wards known  as  the  Kansa,  Kanses,  Konzo,  and  by  a  hundred  or  more 
other  names,  had  been  a  matter  of  doubt  until  Mr.  Remsburg  found  it 
some  years  ago.  His  proofs  are  conclusive  that  the  town  of  Doniphan,  in 
Atchison  county,  stands  upon  the  site  of  that  ancient  Indian  settlement 
which  Bourgmont  visited  in  1724  with  his  French  expedition  from  Fort 
Orleans,  and  at  that  time  found  it  to  be  a  very  old  town  site,  probably 
being  the  site  of  an  Indian  tow^n  centuries  before  occupied  by  the  Kansa 
nation.  Mark  E.  Zimmerman,  of  White  Cloud,  Doniphan  county,  here- 
tofore mentioned,  and  also  in  my  previous  reports,  is  doing  much  to  clear 
up  difficult  prehistoric  problems  by  his  zealous  archa?ological  study  and 
explorations.  He  has  made  many  interesting  discoveries  of  mounds  and 
village  sites  and  burial  mounds  in  southeast  Nebi-aska  and  northeast 
Kansas,  and  proved  that  a  very  ancient  people  once  lived  in  that  region. 
It  will  be  remembered  that  two  years  ago  Mr.  Zimmerman  donated  to  the 
Society  some  rare  relics. 
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He  still  has  his  own  lar^c  cMjllcct ion  and  als(j  the  ('(jllcctit^n  h*;  piiicliasL-fl 
from  Mr.  Komsbur^.  He  recently  wrote  me:  "Mr.  M.  C.  Lon^^,  of  Kan- 
sas City,  was  up  here  to  see  my  collection  and  I  could  have  .sold  it  to 
him;  but  Kansas  must  have  her  stone-aKe  rcdics.  She  is  just  as  able  to 
own" them  as  Missouri  is." 

Mr.  Zimmerman  is  a  specialist  u})on  the  siKnificance  of  the  vari<jus 
types  of  burial  mounds  and  sliell-tempered  pottery  as  showinj^  the;  move- 
ments of  ancient  dwellers  of  this  western  country.  He  claims  that  the 
stone  cist  or  vault  graves,  certain  types  of  skeletal  remains,  and  shell- 
tempered  pottejy,  as  found  near  the  mouth  of  the  Nemaha  river,  mai-ks 
the  western  limit  of  the  white  Pani  or  AllcKwi-Welsh  Indians'  hal)itat,  and 
the  place  where  that  interestinj>-  peoi)le  made  their  last  ;:tand  and  were 
exterminated  by  the  Siouan  tribes.  He  traces  these  half-  or  quarter-blood 
Welsh  people  across  the  country  from  the  mouth  of  the  St.  Lawrence 
river  to  northeast  Kansas,  where  he  finds  these  vault  }i,raves  and  mounds, 
in  one  of  which  he  found  sixty  s})ecimens  of  ci-ania  of  the  victims.  It 
is  claimed  that  in  all  the  vast  region  between  the  Kansas  river  and  North 
Dakota  they  were  the  only  people  who  made  shell-tempered  jxjttery  and 
buried  their  dead  in  vault  graves. 

Mr.  Zimmerman  claims  that  these  people  were  the  descendants  of  the 
occupants  of  the  ten  ships  which  landed  at  the  mouth  of  the  St.  Lawrence 
some  four  hundred  years  before  Christ. 

Mr.  Zimmerman  possesses  among  his  invaluable  collection  the  famous 
symbol  of  the  Welsh  coat-of-arms,  and  claims  that  there  are  many  other 
unexplainable  relics  found  in  the  western  country,  which  were  doubtless 
made  by  these  white  Welsh  Indians — such  as  the  Davenport  tablet,  the 
Cincinnati  tablet,  the  Hopeful  Copper  headdress,  the  Peoria  Copper  eagle; 
and  that  even  on  the  inscribed  tablets  upon  which  the  Book  of  Mormon 
was  founded  was  a  record  of  these  ten  lost  shijis  instead  of  the  "ten  lost 
tribes" — giving  some  account  of  the  migrations  of  these  Welsh  after  their 
arrival  at  the  St.  Lawence.  All  of  this  is  very  interesting  and  shows 
the  breadth  of  Mr.  Zimmerman's  investigations. 

In  excavating  for  the  abutments  for  a  bridge  on  Clark's  creek,  near 
Skiddy,  Morris  county,  at  the  depth  of  about  sixteen  feet  a  sort  of 
oven,  fireplace  or  hearth  of  matched  stones  fitted  together  was  uncovered 
some  years  ago.  It  rested  ui)on  a  solid  ledge  or  stratum  of  rock,  far 
below  the  present  channel  of  the  stream.  On  and  around  it  were  ashes, 
charcoal,  bones,  some  flint  articrafts,  and  a  small,  coin-shaped  disk  of 
metal  like  brass.  Some  seven  or  eight  feet  above  the  fireplace,  and  about 
the  same  depth  below  the  surface  of  the  earth,  an  oak  tree  stump  was 
found,  where  the  tree  had  grown.    It  was  a  find  that  indicated  great  age. 

About  three  miles  north  of  Neodesha,  on  the  Verdigris  river,  the  site 
of  a  prehistoric  fort  and  village  was  found.  It  must  have  been  a  place 
of  great  importance,  for  nothing  so  extensive  exists  anywhere  in  that 
part  of  the  state.  On  the  highest  ground  of  the  site  two  parallel  lines  of 
pits  appear,  the  dirt  from  both  lines  having  been  thrown  between  the 
two  lines  of  pits,  making  an  elevated  ridge.  The  form  of  the  fort  is 
rather  like  a  horseshoe,  opening  toward  the  east.  Each  of  these  pits  was 
from  one  to  two  rods  long.  Many  relics  of  flint  and  metal  character  have 
been  found  on  this  site. 
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Several  mounds  and  ancient  town  sites  near  Lindsl>orj?,  in  Mcl'herHori 
ctunty,  have  yielded  many  s|)eciin(ns,  especially  one  situated  between 
two  never-failinj^:  streams.  Many  Hint  inii)lcments  of  various  colorti 
have  been  found,  which  indicate  either  concjuest  or  barter  with  distant 
tribes.  Larg-e  quantities  of  bullalo  bones  have  been  du^^  up  from  this  old 
site,  and  it  would  seem  that  the  buffalo  was  their  principal  article  of  diet; 
also  many  specimens  of  pottery  were  recovered,  indicating  that  the  in- 
habitants wei-e  skilled  in  some  of  the  arts. 

At  Council  Grove,  Morris  county,  in  maUinj^  .some  excavati(jns  for 
sewage  disposal,  in  the  bottom  lands  bordciing  the  Neosho  river,  Mr. 
Alva  J.  Smith  found  interesting  relics  of  a  former  civilizaticjn  in  the 
undisturbed  river  silt  and  gravel  at  a  depth  of  twenty-three  feet  below 
the  present  surface. 

Resting  on  a  stratum  of  limestone  on  a  level  with  the  bed  of  the  river, 
Mr.  Smith  found  three  feet  of  blue  clay  in  which  were  sticks  of  wood.  On 
this  blue  clay  rests  three  feet  of  chert  gravel.  In  the  lower  part  (jf  the 
gravel  he  found  a  spearhead  of  chipped  flint  of  crude  workmanship,  and 
an  arrow  point  of  the  same  material  but  of  better  workmanship.  On  the 
gravel  rests  twenty  feet  of  river  silt,  constituting  the  thickness  of  the 
bottom  land. 

In  the  excavation  in  the  bottom  land  several  rods  back  from  the  river 
he  found  in  the  silt,  thirteen  feet  below  the  surface,  the  bones  of  a  bison, 
and  ten  feet  deeper  another  arrow  point.  On  the  surface  of  the  land  near 
the  excavations  there  was  a  tree  stump  which  showed  175  annual  rings, 
and  yet  its  roots  showed  but  slight  burial  from  the  silt  of  river  overflows, 
which  proved  that  the  tree  had  stood  175  years  upon  the  present  land  sur- 
face. 

But  how  many,  many  thousands  and  tens  of  thousands  of  years  have 
passed  since  that  arrow  point  and  spearhead  were  used  by  some  enter- 
prising Kansan  in  warfare  or  on  the  chase?  The  indications  which  sur- 
round this  place  suggest  that  those  ancient  relics  were  buried  at  about 
the  close  of  the  glacial  i)eriod,  or  fi-om  15,000  to  100,000  years  ago. 

These  pioneer  Kansans  were  probably  good  horsemen,  for  at  Eureka, 
Greenwood  county,  while  digging  a  well  in  the  river  bottoms,  the  work- 
men found  just  above  the  gravel,  at  a  depth  of  twenty-eight  feet,  the 
skeletal  remains  of  a  Quaternary  horse,  which  showed  an  animal  larger 
than  the  present-day  horse.  One  molar  tooth  measured  over  three  inches 
from  the  grinding  surface  to  the  beginning  of  the  roots.  To  manage 
such  an  animal  required  a  rider  of  skill  and  strength.  Along  several 
streams  falling  into  the  Kansas  river  from  the  south,  like  Gypsum,  Hol- 
land, Turkey,  Lyon,  Clarks,  and  other  creeks  in  McPherson,  Saline,  Dick- 
inson, Morris  and  Geary  counties,  many  prehistoric  Indian  villages 
flourished.  P'rom  the  fact  that  flint  hoes,  spades  and  other  digging  imple- 
ments have  been  found,  it  is  presumed  that  their  ancient  owners  culti- 
vated small  tracts  of  land  in  the  sheltered  nooks  of  those  streams. 

Many  old  village  sites  have  been  found  and  explored  along  Wild  Cat 
creek,  in  Riley  county.  When  examined  years  ago,  mounds  of  earth 
seemed  to  show  where  permanent  earthen  lodges  once  stood,  and  many 
flint  chips,  knives,  arrow  and  spear  points  have  been  gathered. 
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Near  Brou^htoii,  on  tlu;  Republican  river,  hur  iai  inounds  were  fournl 
alonj^  the  bluffs  and  also  near  Milford,  on  Madison  creek. 

In  Geary  county,  about  three  nniles  north  of  Alida,  an  intei estinf^  ex- 
cavation of  former  days  can  be  seen.  It  was  no  tempoiary  caniii,  for, 
after  i)robably  centuries  have  passed,  it  is  a  well-defined  earthwork. 
There  are  ei^ht  or  more  lodj^e  rin^s  from  twenty-live  to  forty  feet  in 
diameter.  Near  by  are  numerous  depressions,  probably  the  caved-in  re- 
mains of  ancient  caches.  The  site  was  naturally  well  foi  tified  by  bein^^  on 
hi^h  ground,  with  the  Republican  Valley  and  river  to  the  east,  School 
creek  on  the  north  and  a  deej)  depression  on  the  west,  and  must  have  been 
a  noted  stronghold. 

Near  Odgen,  on  the  south  side  of  the  Kansas  river,  numerous  burial 
mounds  and  evidences  of  ancient  life  have  been  found  and  explored  and 
large  numbers  of  fine  flint,  bone  and  stone  artifacts  recovered,  all  of 
which  tell  of  the  habits  and  customs  of  prehistoric  Kansans. 

On  the  Walnut  river,  in  Cowley  county,  several  mounds  have  been 
noticed,  two  of  which  were  explored,  and  many  articles  found,  such  as 
grinding  stones,  bones,  potsherds,  charcoal,  spear  and  arrow  points. 
These  were  unearthed  at  a  depth  of  six  feet.  These  two  mounds  were 
thirty  feet  in  diameter,  originally  three  or  four  feet  high  and  about 
thirty  rods  apart. 

In  Marion  county  a  large  heap  or  mound  of  shells  was  found  years  ago, 
and  on  bluffs  of  Wolf  creek,  in  Coffey  county,  numerous  stone  heaps 
have  been  found  in  which  shells  of  mussels  are  mixed,  such  as  are  found 
so  numerous  in  the  Neosho  river  a  mile  away,  and  which  yield  so  many 
fine  pearls  even  in  this  day.  These  heaps  were  possibly  once  covered  with 
earth,  which  the  elements  have  washed  away.  At  the  foot  of  the  bluff 
a  probable  crematory  and  many  flint  arrow  points  were  found,  some  of 
which,  with  fragments  of  pottery,  were  several  feet  below  the  surface, 
where  large  oak  trees,  four  feet  in  diameter,  had  grown. 

In  Leavenworth  county,  on  Pilot  Knob  ridge,  near  the  Fort,  six  mounds 
iji  a  line  and  about  thirty  feet  apart  have  been  found. 

Probably  the  largest  remains  of  the  mound  builders  in  Kansas  are  the 
five  or  more  mounds  near  Edwardsville,  Wyandotte  county.  While  they 
are  now  about  a  half  mile  from  the  Kansas  river,  the  indications  are  that 
they  once  stood  upon  the  bank  of  the  ancient  Kaw  or  some  other  stream. 

These  mounds  are  about  five  feet  high,  twenty-five  feet  in  diameter  and 
stand  fifty  feet  apart.  Before  the  ground  was  cleared  these  mounds  were 
hidden  by  a  growth  of  large  oak  trees,  and  all  the  surroundings  indicate 
an  ancient  piece  of  work.  Many  stone  and  flint  implements  have  been 
found  near  this  place. 

The  Kansas  mound  builders  were  more  migratory  than  those  further 
east,  and  left  few,  if  any,  remains  of  walled  defenses.  They  might 
properly  be  termed  prairie  mound  builders  to  designate  them  from  those 
v/ho  left  more  pretentious  works. 

One  of  the  very  important  and  unique  archjeological  relics  of  "Life  in 
Old  Kansa"  is  the  ruin  of  an  old  pueblo  twelve  miles  north  of  Scott  City, 
Scott  county.    It  has  been  determined  by  several  competent  scientists  tiiat 
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these  ruins  aio  the  loiu^-Io.st  romnanls  of  the  jjucMo  Kl  Quartolcjo,  which 
were  established  about  1702  (some  claim  as  early  as  ir,r,{))  by  some  ad- 
venturous l^ueblo  Indians  from  the  town  of  Picuiies,  in  New  M<-xico. 
Originally  it  was  a  stone  and  adobe  building'  ol'  '.VJl  by  o(J  feet  and  was 
d'vided  into  seven  rooms. 

Probably  it  was  the  first  walled  house  ever  constructed  within  the 
present  borders  of  Kansas.  In  it  were  found  stone,  flirjt  and  bone  im- 
plements, mealing  stones,  potsherds,  a  (luantity  of  charred  corn  and  other 
things  used  and  found  in  an  Indian  pueblo  of  the  Rio  (hande  -  New 
Mexico  type.  Although  most  of  the  walls  have  been  despoiled  by  early 
Scott  county  settlers,  who  probably  wanted  the  mateiial,  enou^^h  of  the 
foundations  remained  in  1898  from  which  Professors  S.  \V.  Willistoi  and 
H.  T.  Martin,  of  the  Kansas  University,  derived  many  interesting?  facts 
und  recovered  numerous  relics.  The  result  of  their  labors  is  found  in  the 
Kansas  University  Science  Bulletin  of  October, 

Thei  •e  is  no  evidence  that  Spaniartis  or  other  whites  had  anything?  to  do 
with  its  construction  or  ever  lived  there,  and  it  seems  that  the  I'ueblo 
Indian  owners  of  El  Quartelejo  were  soon  persuaded  by  the  government 
of  New  Mexico  to  i-eturn  to  their  former  home. 

The  honor  of  establishing-  the  first  white  settlement  and  governmental 
center  within  Kansas  is  with  the  French,  who  as  early  as  1727  main- 
tained a  Jesuit  mission  station  and  built  a  fort  and  trading;  post  am.ong 
the  Kansa  Indians  on  the  Missouri  river  prior  to  1757,  and  called  it 
"Kansas."  The  ruins  of  this  old  French  fort  and  post  were  seen  by  the 
Lewis  and  Clark  expedition,  and  are  also  described  in  "Bougainville  on 
French  Forts"  and  other  early  Canadian  documents.  (See  "History  of 
Kansas  or  Kaw  Nation,"  p.  339,  vol.  X,  Kansas  Historical  Collections.) 

In  Geary  county,  on  a  bluff  overlooking  the  Republican  valley,  and 
about  three  and  one-half  miles  northwest  of  Junction  City,  four  mounds 
were  discovered  and  opened  in  1879  by  Hon.  John  Davis,  the  owner  of  the 
land.  They  we!e  arranged  in  a  semicircle,  eighty  feet  apart,  the  largest 
being:  thirty  feet  in  diameter  and  about  four  feet  higli  and  the  others 
from  twelve  to  twenty  feet  in  diameter.  They  were  mounds  of  sepulture, 
built  of  layers  of  stone  and  earth,  and  the  remains  of  many  bodies  were 
found,  which  seemed  to  have  been  placed  upon  the  original  surface  of  the 
ground  and  the  mounds  built  over  them.  Fragments  of  primitive  pottery, 
or  urns,  with  pipes,  arrow  and  spear  heads,  were  found. 

It  would  be  interesting-  to  know  more  about  the  original  people  who 
lived  upon  and  around  the  old  William  Malotte  farm,  a  little  east  of 
White  Church,  in  Wyandotte  county,  for  there,  over  an  extensive  area,  an 
ancient  Indian  town  flourished  in  i)rehistoric  times.  Probably  several 
cultures  of  aborigines  occupied  it  at  different  periods,  which  accounts  for 
the  large  variety  of  relics  found  thereon.  The  late  Geo.  U.  S.  Hovey,  of 
White  Church,  during  his  many  years  of  activity  recovered  hundreds  of 
fine  specimens  from  this  site,  most  of  which  were  included  in  his  large 
collection  now  in  the  museum  of  the  Kansas  University.

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Amonp:  the  sites  of  aiKiint  Indian  towns  of  tlu-  prehistoric  poriotJ 
wliic-li  liave  yielded  up  innumerable  .stone  and  Hint  artifacts  is  the  one  at 
Diamond  Springs,  in  southwesti-rn  Morris  eouuly.  'I'his  old  site  is  known 
as  the  "Town  of  the  Hi}*-  Sprin{^,"  for  near  its  center  an  enormous  spring 
of  line  water  bursts  from  the  Ki'^'Utid  and  makes  a  stream  several  feet 
wide.  This  site  was  discovered  alon^  in  tlie  sixties,  wiien  the  larJ  of  the 
David  Rude  farm  was  broken  up.  Since  that  time  bushels  of  relics  of 
stone  and  flint  material  have  been  recovered,  but  taken  by  so  many  people 
that  no  very  c()mi)lete  collection  has  been  kept  to^'etber.  This  show.s  the 
unscientific  method  of  many  people  at  difTerent  times  explorinj^  a  site. 
This  ancient  villag-e  site  was  fully  described  in  my  i-eport  last  year. 

In  former  reports  I  have  mentioned  the  success  of  .Mr.  J(;lin  Arthur, 
of  Topeka,  a  Santa  Fe  railway  mechanic  and  a  member  of  our  committee, 
and  his  explorations,  with  a  descrij)tion  of  the  nuinerous  relics  he  has 
found  and  preserved  in  liis  large  collection. 

During  the  past  year  lie  has  found  many  additional  sjiccimens  (jf  war 
and  domestic  flint  artifacts  and  fragments  of  pottery  from  the  old  village 
site,  on  the  Meyers  and  Reed  farms,  about  two  miles  southwest  of  Wash- 
burn Colege.  These  specimejis  prove  to  be  of  a  very  ancient  culture,  and 
place  this  village  site  among  the  oldest  in  Kansas,  and  probably  of  the 
period  of  the  ancient  localities  uncovered  in  Leavenwoi'th,  Atchison  and 
Doniphan  counties. 

Since  my  last  report  your  chairman  persuaded  Mr.  Arthur  to  m.ake 
several  visits  to  the  region  of  the  old  village  site  near  Diamond  Springs, 
in  the  southwestern  part  of  Morris  county.  This  prominent  prehistoric 
Town  of  the  Big  Spring  for  forty-five  or  more  years  has  yielded  innu- 
merable specimens  of  tlie  stone  age,  described  in  my  last  report,  and  also 
mentioned  above  as  an  im.portant  prehistoric  Indian  center. 

Mr.  Arthur  brought  back  to  Topeka  hundreds  of  fine  specimens  from 
that  region.  During  one  of  his  trips  in  April,  1917,  after  a  destructive 
high  water  which  devastatetl  Diamond  valley,  he  discovered  another  old 
town  site  about  a  mile  from  the  Town  of  the  Big  Spring,  and  recovered 
scores  of  rare  specimens  of  a  character  different  from  those  usually  found 
in  that  locality,  being  of  better  workmanship  and  from  a  flint  probably 
imported  from  a  distance.  This  last  site  is  on  the  northwest  quarter  of 
section  2G,  township  17,  range  6,  a  few  rods  south  of  the  present  home  of 
Mr.  John  Loomis.  It  is  upon  a  neck  of  land  betv/een  Diamond  and  Dodds 
creek,  near  the  junction  of  those  streams,  and  the  inhabitants  probably 
carried  on  a  crude  agriculture  in  that  sheltered  and  rich  nook  of  bottom 
land.  I  remember  this  very  spot  during  the  drouth  and  grasshopper  year 
of  1874,  and  the  fact  that  Uncle  Jason  Loomis  raised  a  fair  crop  of  corn 
on  the  sjjot,  it  being  pi'otected  from  the  hot  south  winds  by  the  timbered 
creeks  and  bluffs.  It  being  close  to  my  home  when  a  boy,  I  had  crossed 
over  the  place  scores  of  times  when  hunting  and  fishing,  but  at  that  time 
no  sign  of  the  old  site  was  visible,  and  it  remained  hidden  until  a  timely 
but  destructive  flood  laid  bare  its  relics,  although  at  the  expense  of  field 
and  farm.  It  is  another  proof  of  the  fact  that,  where  we  least  expect  it, 
by  patient  "and  skilled  research  we  may  find  the  ruins  and  relics  of  a  long 
agone  race  who  once  lived  and  struggled  for  existence. 
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Our  Society  is  indohtcd  to  another  incriihiT  of  the  ardix'oloKical  com- 
mitteo  for  threo  boxes  and  rcrords  oi'  much  interest  and  value— Mr. 
CJeorRo  J.  RemsburK,  of  Potter,  Kan.,  whose  skill  afid  energy  as  an  archa;- 
olo^ist  and  historian  of  prehistoric  times  in  Kansas  and  adjacent  states 
has  added  so  much  to  our  present  knowledge  of  tlujse  rej^nons. 

Mr.  Remsburg's  ill  health  has  influenced  him  to  try  the  climate  of 
California,  and  his  departure  from  this  state  will  be  a  Ki<'at  loss  to  the 
small  band  of  workers  alon^^  his  line.  Amonj^  the  jrifts  Uom  Mr.  Rims- 
burg-  are  five  large  milling,  grinding  or  sharpening  stones,  which  he 
found  upon  ancient  Indian  village  sites  in  Atchison  county,  Kansas;  also 
a  number  of  burned  stones  taken  from  some  ancient  Indian  mounds  nj)on 
the  farm  of  the  late  Senator  John  J.  Ingalls;  also  a  box  of  spalls  or  frag- 
ments of  arrow  and  spear  points  and  other  implements  found  at  the  site 
of  an  ancient  Indian  workshop  on  the  Pensoneau  farm,  on  Stranger 
creek,  near  Potter,  Kan.  These  fragments  are  parts  of  ruined  flint  arti- 
facts in  the  process  of  construction,  and  chips  from  completed  ones. 

Mr.  Remsburg  also  sent  his  two-pointed  pick,  which  he  used  for  many 
years  in  opening  Indian  mounds  and  in  excavating  their  village  sites  in 
northwest  Missouri  and  northeast  Kansas,  when  he  made  many  discov- 
eries of  importance  regarding  prehistoric  man  in  the  old  Kansas  region. 
Among  his  gifts  were  some  books  of  valuable  clippings,  photographs,  im- 
portant historical  letters,  iron  relics  of  ox-wagon  trail  days,  etc. 

While  not  of  archaeological  import,  two  gifts  of  family  heirlooms  de- 
serve mention  and  demonstrate  that  Mr,  Remsburg  realizes  that  the  safest 
and  also  the  most  public  place  in  which  to  have  prized  historic  relics  pre- 
served is  in  the  museum  of  the  Kansas  State  Historical  Society.  I  refer 
to  his  gifts  of  a  fine  old  shotgun  and  powder  horn  brought  to  Kansas  in 
1855  by  his  Uncle  Jasper  Oliphant,  who  was  assassinated  at  Oak  Mills, 
Kan.,  in  1877.  The  other  gift  of  rare  and  historical  interest  is  an  offi  jer's 
sword  and  sash  which  belonged  to  Captain  George  J.  Remsburg  (grand- 
father of  the  donor),  who  wore  it  as  a  captain  of  Ohio  militia  ilurini'.  the 
Mixican  War.  This  sword  and  sash  weie  also  used  in  the  War  of  1812, 
when  they  saw  service  at  the  battle  of  Lundy's  Lane  and  at  Dudley's 
defeat. 

Mr.  Remsburg  is  a  friend  of  the  Society,  and  as  an  untiring  worker 
along  original  archLrological  and  historical  lines  has  few  ecjuals  in  Kan- 
sas. Our  Society  should  record  a  proper  testimonial  in  recognition  of  his 
fa  thiu'  work,  and  at  the  proper  time  I  will  offer  a  resolution  and  move 
its  adoption,  and  ask  that  it  be  made  a  part  of  this  report. 

It  would  be  an  interesting  contribution  to  Kansas  history  to  have  a 
map  of  the  location  of  these  many  known  prehistoric  Indian  towns  and 
villages,  only  a  few  of  which  are  mentioned  in  this  article. 

A  true  prehistoric  town  does  not  inckule  those  tribal  centers  where 
iron  aiticles  are  found,  such  as  knives,  gun  barrels,  axes  and  numerous 
other  things  which  were  given  to  them  by  the  whites.  Such  places  are 
of  comparative  recent  date  and  can  be  identified  with  som<.'  modern 
tri^  of  Indians.  But  of  the  ancient  prehistoric  towns,  the  busy  centers 
of  a])original  life  and  activity  hundreds  or  thousands  of  years  before  the 
w'''<";    new  any  thin;?;  about  Kansas,  it  is  not  so  easy  to  tletermine  when 
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and  by  whom  they  were  occupied.  A /id  ycL  sonic  oi'  Lliciri  have  Ijccn  so 
well  explored  thai  Ihey  have  ^'ven  up  many  important  Tacts  concernin^r 
the  character  atid  tlie  hustlin^^  ([ualities  of  primeval  K;insans. 

Often  the  more  modern  Indian  vilhi^'-e  was  built  upon  the  very  site 
of  an  ancient  town,  al)out  which  the  later  occupants  knew  nothinj^.  Upon 
some  sites  as  many  as  three  entiiely  dilfeient  types  (>{  cultures  liave 
been  found.  These  show  themselves  like  the  slicinj^  down  of  a  layer  cake, 
and  the  investif^ations  have  proven  that  the  implements  of  warfare,  agri- 
culture, etc.,  of  each  stratum  were  entirely  dilVeicnt  in  character  and 
workmanship  and  must  have  belonged  to  people  of  different  aj^es.  And 
this  is  perfectly  natural,  for  the  nomad  was  no  tyro  as  a  town  boomer,  an<l 
in  selecting?  a  good  town  site  was  often  more  skilled  than  his  white 
brother  was  in  after  ages,  as  proven  l)y  some  of  the  great  floods  along 
the  Kansas  valley.  These  succeeding-  Indian  town  promoters  were  very 
liable  to  select  the  same  points  of  advantage  as  their  predecessors,  even 
though  the  earlier  town  site  had  been  obliterated  by  the  dust  and  debris 
of  generations. 

It  is  from  these  prehistoric  sites  that  we  have  found  the  countless 
varieties  of  stone  and  flint  spear  and  arrow  points,  knives,  scrapers,  hoes, 
and  many  other  implements  of  war  and  peace,  and  where  it  is  certain 
that  people  of  different  grades  of  intelligence  lived  long  ages  before  the 
more  modern  tribes  existed. 

And  so  we  find  that  there  are  three  principal  sources  of  information 
from  which  we  derive  our  archselogical  or  prehistoric  knowledge  concern- 
ing the  first  inhabitants  of  Kansas:  (1)  The  scattered  relics  of  man,  his 
bones  or  workmanship,  found  here  and  there  deep  in  the  ancient  drifts 
or  river  beds  or  resting  in  other  hidden  places,  from  which  they  are  often 
thrown  up  to  light.  (2)  The  many  ancient  mounds  and  cemetery  sites 
along  our  Kansas  valley  slopes  or  upon  slightly  bluff  prominences,  in 
which  have  been  preserved  the  skeletal  remains  of  prehistoric  people, 
along  with  numerous  specimens  of  their  tools  of  both  peace  and  warfare. 
(3)  The  many  old  town  and  village  sites,  which  have  yielded  up  such 
rich  harvests  of  the  stone  and  flint  articles,  such  as  axes,  tomahawks, 
spades,  hoes,  mortars,  milling  stones,  specimens  of  various  types  of 
pottery,  and  now  and  then  unicjue  symbols  and  emblems  which  seem  to 
connect  them  with  previous  and  well-known  civilizations  beyond  the  seas. 
These  all  speak  in  eloquent  terms  of  the  stern  life  and  activity  of  the 
prehistoric  Kansans,  who  lived  and  died  in  primitive,  but  not  indolent 
manner,  along  the  rich  valleys  and  far  out  upon  some  of  the  fertile 
prairies  of  what  is  now  sunny  Kansas. 

While  much  has  been  lost  in  the  past  by  imperfect  and  careless  ex- 
ploration and  lack  of  proper  preservation  of  things  found,  yet  each  year 
we  should  delve  deeper  and  deeper  into  the  earth  by  more  extensive  and 
methodical  excavations.  By  so  doing  we  will  bring  to  light  much  valu- 
able prehistoric  data,  which  will  be  of  great  concern,  not  only  to  ourselves, 
but  to  all  of  the  future  historians,  poets,  scientists  and  all  students  of  the 
ancient  life,  of  our  commonwealth. 

Kansas  should  awaken  to  the  importance  of  this  matter  of  searching 
for  and  preserving  the  relics  and  mute  evidence  of  prehistoric  man 
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within  her  borders.  Many  states,  with  ncA  (Jiie  titiie  as  ridi  and  intereHt- 
in^  lields  to  explore,  have  six'iit  thou.-ands  u\'  <hdhirs  wfw  re  Kansas  has 
spent  cents.  Tlie  state  shoidd  autiioii/e  our  Historical  Society  or  some 
other  competent  institution  to  make  an  extensive  and  systematic  archajo- 
logical  survey  of  the  state,  and  also  pei  mit  it  to  purchase  some  of  the  fine 
private  collections  now  and  then  oIIcilmI  i\>i-  sale  and  before  they  ar»' 
picked  up  by  enterprising^  institutions  outside  of  the  state.  There  are 
several  of  such  collections  which,  added  to  what  our  Kansas  IIist(jrical 
Society  now  has,  would  make  a  very  complete  and  worthy  archaiolo^ical 
display.  This  should  all  be  kept  and  pi-o|)eily  displayed  in  a  specially 
prepared  room  or  department  where  it  could  l^e  studied  and  examined  by 
all  concerned.  Our  Society  could  veiy  pioi)erly  and  profital)ly  keep  a 
competent  person  employed  all  the  time  in  looking  after  its  archaeoloj^ical 
interests,  seeking  and  exploring-  new  lields  within  the  state,  of  which 
there  are  many;  preparing  and  caring  foi-  our  growing  archailogical  ex- 
hibits, and  performing  other  kindred  work  the  Society  always  has  on 
hand.  Part  of  the  time  he  could  be  an  office  man  and  at  other  times  em- 
ployed in  the  field.  Some  of  our  states  have  followed  this  i)lan  with  great 
success,  and  I  would  like  to  see  Kansas  do  the  same. 

Something  of  this  sort  would  cause  our  historical  and  scientific  stu- 
dents as  well  as  the  general  public  to  take  greater  interest  in  this  topic, 
and  insure,  from  year  to  year,  more  knowledge  about  prehistoric  man  in 
Kansas.  Respectfully  submitted.

Remsburg  has  been  for  many  years  a  generous  friend 
to  this  Society,  contributing  to  its  collections  able  articles  upon  the  pre- 
historic as  well  as  the  historic  life  of  Kansas,  and  has  conducted  original 
explorations,  finding  many  specimens  which  throw  light  upon  the  life 
and  customs  of  the  ancient  peoples  of  the  Kansas  and  Missouri  valleys, 
and  has  given  to  our  Society  many  rare  relics  and  records  to  enrich  our 
Museum :  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Kansas  State  Historical  Society,  That  it  make  this 
public  expression  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Remsburg  for  his  many  gifts  and  for 
his  investigations  and  untiring  efforts  in  the  cause  of  historical  truth 
and  accuracy;  and  that  in  his  departure  from  Kansas  the  state  as  well  as 
the  Society  suffers  a  distinct  loss,  since  through  his  going  a  place  difficult 
to  fill  is  left  vacant,  and  that  this  Society  hereby  sends  a  warm  greeting 
to  Mr.  Remsburg  and  sincere  wishes  for  the  restoration  of  his  health  in 
his  new  home. 

Also  be  it  resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to  Mr.  Rems- 
burg, and  that  a  further  copy  be  spread  upon  the  minutes  of  this  meet- 
ing. 
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The  resolution  was  iinaiiiinously  adopted.

He  also  spoke  of  the  advisability  oi'  inter(istinK  the  school  chil- 
dren in  the  early  history  of  the  state. 

Secretary  Connelley  called  the  attt;ntion  of  th(?  Society  to  the 
recent  death  of  Frank  B.  Sanborn,  who  was  so  closely  asso- 
ciated with  the  territorial  history  of  Kansas.  He  said  that  a 
biography  of  Mr.  Sanborn  had  been  prepared  and  would  be 
published  in  the  fourteenth  volume  of  the  Kansas  Historical 
Collections. 

There  being  no  further  business  before  the  Society,  a  motion 
to  adjourn  was  adopted.

Mr.  Woolard  presented  the  name  of  IMrs.  George  W.  Veale, 
of  Topeka,  for  honorary  membership  in  the  Society.  He  re- 
minded the  board  that  her  election  would  be  in  accordance  with 
the  resolution  of  October  19,  1915,  which  provided  that  widows 
of  ex-presidents  of  the  Society  should  be  made  honorary  mem- 
bers.

Secretary  Connelley  presented  for  honorary  membership 
in  the  Kansas  State  Historical  Society  the  names  of  Walter  B.

The 
motion  prevailed  and  the  vote  was  so  cast,  and  Mr.  Painter  was 
declared  elected. 

Mr.  Denison  moved  that  the  secretary  cast  the  vote  of  the 
board  for  Thomas  A.  McNeal  for  second  vice  president.  The 
motion  prevailing,  the  vote  was  so  cast,  and  Mr.  McNeal  was 
declared  elected. 

The  subject  of  an  official  photographer  for  the  Society  was 
then  brought  up,  and  after  some  discussion,  Mr.  Woolard 
offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  executive  committee  be  directed  to  appoint  annually 
an  official  photographer  for  the  Kansas  State  Historical  Society.  The 
official  photographer  shall  be  appointed  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  execu- 
tive committee  held  after  the  annual  meeting  in  each  year.  The  executive 
committee  shall  require  the  official  photographer  so  appointed  to  enter 
into  a  contract  with  the  Society  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duties  as  official  photographer,  and  also  to  give  a  satisfactory  bond  or 
put  up  a  certified  check  for  such  faithful  performance.  In  its  discretion 
the  committee  may  retain  the  present  official  photographer  on  the  terms 
of  the  arrangements  made  with  him  by  the  secretary,  for  one  year  be- 
ginning with  the  present  annual  meeting. 

Secretary  Connelley  then  asked  the  board  for  instructions 
concerning  the  investment  of  the  surplus  money  of  the  mem- 
bership fee  fund.  He  called  special  attention  to  that  part  of 
his  report  touching  on  the  matter.  He  also  asked  that  the 
board  confirm  his  action  in  purchasing,  with  the  Jonathan 
Pecker  bequest,  first  issue  liberty  bonds. 

Through  President  Gleed  the  board  approved  the  purchase 
of  these  bonds ;  and  after  discussion  Mr.  Bonebrake  moved  that 
$1,000  of  the  membership  fee  fund  be  invested  in  the  second 
issue  of  liberty  bonds.  This  motion  prevailed,  and  the  state- 
ment was  made  that  this  would  not  only  be  a  safe  investment 
for  trust  funds,  but  would  be  a  patriotic  act  as  well. 

Upon  the  president  asking  for  further  business,  the  secre- 
tary read  the  resolution  of  Col.  W.  W.  Smith,  offered  at  the  last 
annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  October  17,  1916,  and  ordered 
to  lay  upon  the  table  until  the  annual  meeting  of  this  year 
(1917),  when  a  vote  should  be  taken. 
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"Resolved,  That  alter  the  next  annual  meeting'  of  the  Soeiety  (OctolM-r, 
1917)  no  portrait  of  any  individual  shall  he  placed  upon  the  walls  while 
the  subject  is  living." 

This  resolution  broiij^^ht  out  much  discussion,  and  it  was 
feared  that  so  binding?  a  rule  would  work  an  injustice  to  the 
future  of  the  Society,  and  would  keep  from  it  many  ^il'ts  of 
portraits  wliich  would  be  of  value  in  the  years  to  come.  Jud^^' 
Huron,  President  Gleed,  Mr.  Morehouse  and  Mr.  Woolard  made 
brief  talks  on  the  policy  of  such  a  measure,  and  each  expressed 
himself  opposed  to  its  adoption.  Therefore,  on  bein^  brou^^hl 
to  a  vote,  the  resolution  failed  to  be  adopted. 

Secretar>^  Connelley  then  brou^^ht  before  the  board  tenta- 
tive plans  for  the  annual  ^?atherings  of  the  Society,  looking,'  to 
the  popularization  of  the  meetings.  It  seemed  hard,  in  the 
face  of  so  many  diversions,  to  draw  a  really  good  attendance 
at  these  meetings.  Many  ideas  were  advanced,  and  the  prac- 
ticability of  a  ceremonial  Indian  dance  was  discussed. 

Mrs.  McCarter  made  a  statement  regarding  the  member- 
ship campaign  launched  two  years  ago,  and  spoke  of  the  ad- 
visability of  engaging  the  interest  of  the  young  people  and  the 
school  children  in  the  history  and  the  traditions  of  their  state. 
She  was  followed  by  Mrs.  Nellis,  who  touched  on  the  plans  of 
the  Native  Daughters  for  the  preservation  of  family  history. 
Mr.  Woolard  thought  that  the  Society  might  gain  useful  ma- 
terial and  stimulate  interest  by  offering  prizes  to  high-school 
students  for  historical  essays.  On  motion  this  was  left  to  the 
discretion  of  the  executive  committee.  There  being  no  further 
business  to  be  brought  before  the  board  of  directors,  on  motion 
of  W.  W.  Denison  the  meeting  adjourned. 

A  program  for  an  evening  meeting  had  been  prepared"  and 
all  arrangements  made  when  it  was  found  that  it  would  be  im- 
practical to  carry  them  out.  A  great  patriotic  rally  had  been 
called  for  the  same  evening  at  the  auditorium,  wath  speakers 
and  music ;  therefore  it  seemed  best  that  the  Society  give  up 
its  evening  meeting  in  the  interest  of  the  patriotic  gathering.

Because  of  the  epidemic  of  Spanish  influenza 
and  the  order  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  prohiVjitinj,^  public 
meetings,  the  attendance  was  restricted,  and  the  evening  ses- 
sion was  given  up  entirely.

MEETING  OF  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS. 

The  meeting  of  the  board  of  directors  was  called  into  session 
at  two  o'clock  p.  m.  by  the  president,  Mr.  George  P.  Morehouse. 
The  president  explained  that  this  meeting  of  the  board  of  di- 
rectors was  provided  for  by  the  constitution  for  the  purpose  of 
receiving  certain  specific  reports  of  the  officers  of  the  Society 
and  committees  of  the  board  of  directors,  it  being  necessary 
for  this  meeting  of  the  board  to  pass  upon  said  reports  and 
refer  them  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  and  the  new 
board  of  directors  for  their  respective  action.  He  then  called 
for  the  annual  report  of  the  secretary,  which  was  read  by  Sec- 
retary Connelley,  and  here  follows  :

To  the  Board  of  Directors,  Kausan  State  Historical  Soi  iehj  : 

III  making  the  annual  report  your  sccrt  tary  is  plcascrl  to  say  that  the 
Historical  Society  has  had  an  unusually  piospi  rous  and  profilahle  year. 
Our  library  has  g-rovvn  more  than  in  any  preceding':  year.  Tlu'  ne\vsi)ai)er 
section  is  in  better  condition  than  cvtr  Ind'oif.  There  have  been  many 
accessions  to  the  archives  department.  The  duplicate  room  is  in  a  flour- 
ishing- condition.  Our  finances  are  in  better  shape  than  they  have  ever 
been  in  the  history  of  the  Society.  There  have  been  many  accessions  to 
the  museum,  and  visitors  to  this  department  are  increasing-  all  the  time. 
The  Society  is  increasing  in  prestige  throughout  the  United  States. 

Your  secretary  visited  the  session  of  the  Mississippi  Valley  Historical 
Assocation  held  in  St.  Paul  in  the  month  of  May,  where  matters  vital  to 
the  historical  societies  of  the  Mississippi  valley  were  discussed  and  acted 
upon.  Many  of  these  pertained  to  war  activities  and  library  work.  Your 
secretary  also  visited  Kansas  City,  Kan.,  on  the  4th  of  April,  to  deliver  an 
address.  The  historical  importance  of  that  city,  as  shown  from  the  rec- 
ord, was  a  revelation  to  the  inhabitants  of  Kansas  City,  Kan.  The  address 
was  well  received,  was  published  and  ran  through  three  editions.  Your 
secretary  also  visited  Lawrence  on  the  14th  of  September  to  attend  the 
annual  meeting"  of  the  "Fifty-Sixers."  It  is  really  the  Old  Settlers'  Asso- 
ciation of  Douglas  county.  He  addressed  the  society  and  was  made  an 
honorary  member  thereof. 

The  various  interests  of  the  Historical  Society  will  be  treated  under 
heads  at  length. 

LIBRARY. 

The  work  in  the  library  has  progressed  in  a  satisfactory  manner  dur- 
ing the  year.  Tn  December,  1917,  Miss  Elizabeth  Haxter  was  employed  to 
till  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Miss  Ruth  Cowgill.  She  is 
a  trained  cataloguer  and  librarian  and  we  find  that  she  is  a  faithful  and 
competent  employee,  and  the  Society  has  been  very  fortunate  in  being 
able  to  secure  her  services. 

Early  in  1918  ]\Iiss  Clara  Francis,  librarian  of  the  Society,  made  ap- 
plication to  Henry  J.  Allen,  the  Kansas  representative  of  the  Red  Cross 
in  France,  for  a  position  under  him.  Mr.  Allen  was  glad  to  accept  her 
offer  and  cabled  her  in  May.  He  requested  her  to  go  to  France  at  as  early 
a  date  as  possible.  She  was  detained  by  the  requirements  of  the  Red 
Cross  until  late  in  June,  when  she  left  for  New^  York,  expecting  to  sail 
for  France  on  the  3d  of  July.  She  was,  however,  detained  in  New  York, 
and  after  aggravating  delays  finally  sailed  on  the  17th  of  July.  She  ar- 
rived safely  and  is  in  the  service  of  the  Red  Cross  in  France  at  this  time, 
although  she  has  been  assigned  to  a  different  w^ork  from  that  which  she 
expected  to  do. 

Miss  Francis  had  felt  since  the  beginning  of  the  war  that  she  would 
like  to  be  of  service  to  her  country  in  war  activities.  To  take  up  such 
work  meant  a  great  sacrifice  to  her,  but  she  is  a  patriotic  woman,  and 
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these  sacrifices  did  not  serve  to  jjrcvcnt  her  cut erifi^-:  into  this  work. 
When  it  was  sure  that  she  wouhi  go  overseas  the  executive  committee 
R-ranted  her  a  leave  of  ahsence  for  six  months,  her  salary  to  he  paid  her 
during  her  ahsence.  The  secretary  consulted  the  auditor,  who  could  not 
see  his  way  clear  to  i)ayinK  this  sahu'y  durin^f  the  time  she  was  away 
from  the  oHice.  The  secretary  and  IVIiss  l-'rancis  ccMisultcd  the  attorney- 
general,  who  said  that  the  salary  rni^;ht  he  paid,  and  Miss  Francis  left 
expecting-  it  would  be  [)aid.  The  auditor,  however,  did  not  reverse  his 
former  rulinj^-.  He  paid  the  salary  hut  for  (;ne  nicjnth.  This  he  paid  on 
the  j^^round  of  the  vacation  period,  holding  that  Miss  Francis  would  he 
entitled  to  draw  her  salary  durinj:^  her  vacation,  which  he  held  mijrht  in 
this  case  be  a  month.  After  the  action  of  the  auditor  the  secretary,  with 
the  consent  of  the  executive  committee,  advanced  Miss  Helen  M.  McFarland 
to  the  place  left  temporarily  vacant  by  the  absence  of  Miss  Francis, 
and  employed  Mrs.  Lyman  R.  Hiatt,  a  trained  librarian  ami  a  competent 
woman,  to  take  the  place  of  Miss  McFarland  in  the  library.  This  ar- 
rangement has  proven  entirely  satisfactory  to  the  secretary,  and  the  work 
is  going  on  as  though  Miss  Francis  were  here  to  attend  to  the  matter 
herself. 

The  work  of  cataloguing  has  progressed  as  well  as  could  be  expected 
with  the  force  we  have.  Our  library  is  one  of  the  largest  in  the  country 
and  is  growing  at  an  unprecedented  rate.  The  staff  is  able  only  to  handle 
the  new  books,  pamphlets  and  material  coming  in — the  current  work.  Very 
little  headway  can  be  made  with  the  cataloguing  of  those  sections  of  the 
library  which  in  years  past  have  only  been  classified.  The  shelving  of  the 
library  annex  has  made  that  material  more  readily  accessible,  and  it 
should  be  catalogued  to  become  of  benefit  to  the  public.  To  this  end  we 
need  another  cataloguer  in  the  library. 

The  clipping  section  of  the  library  is  falling  behind  because  of  the  im- 
mense amount  of  material  necessary  to  bo  preserved  concerning  the  war 
and  its  activities  in  Kansas.  IMrs.  Savage  is  ilovoting  all  her  time  to  this 
work,  but  is  barely  able  to  keep  up  with  the  reading  and  clipping.  The 
pasting  and  binding-  of  this  material  is  falling  behind  to  some  extent. 
Additional  help  in  the  library  for  this  branch  of  the  work  is  much  needed, 
and  funds  ought  to  be  provided  therefor. 

NEWSPAPER  COLLECTION. 

The  growth  of  the  newspaper  section  has  been  normal  during  the  year. 
The  high  cost  of  paper  and  other  printing  material  has  caused  the  sus- 
pension of  a  good  many  Kansas  newspapers.  We  are  receiving  now  about 
635  weekly  newspapers,  and  we  are  receiving  all  the  daily  newspapers. 
They  number  75. 

Early  in  July  the  secretary  received  a  notice  signed  by  Thomas  E. 
Donnelley,  chief  of  the  Pulp  and  Paper  Section,  War  Industries  Board, 
saying  that  newspapers  would  be  prohibited  after  the  15th  of  July,  1918, 
from  furnishing  free  copies  to  any  person  or  to  any  institution.  A  notice 
to  all  newspapers  to  discontinue  their  free  copies  after  that  date  was  sent 
out  by  Mr.  Donnelley.  The  secretary  well  knew  that  the  strict  enforce- 
ment of  this  order  would  work  a  hardship  on  the  State  Historical  Society 
and  very  nearly  destroy  the  future  of  its  newspaper  collection.    He  im- 
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mediately  sent  a  telegram  to  each  senator  and  representative  in  Conj^reKH 
from  Kansas,  ur^inji;  tiiem  to  take  up  the  matter  with  Mr.  Donnelley  and 
secure,  if  possihh;,  a  modification  of  tlic  oi(kr.  They  gladly  did  this. 
Other  historical  societies  and  many  libraiies  also  joined  in  the  effort  to 
have  the  order  modified.  The  ref)i  esentations  which  our  senators  and  rep- 
resentatives were  able  to  make,  to^'etlier  with  the  representations  of  other 
ip.terests,  caused  Mr.  Donnelley  to  modify  this  order.  The  new  (^rder  per- 
mits newspapers  to  send  free  copies  to  the  histoiical  societies  and  liljraries 
who  will  undertake  to  bind  and  preserve  the  files  so  furnished.  A  ^,'ood 
many  of  the  newspapers  over  the  state  discontinued  their  papers  to  the 
Society  when  the  order  was  i)romulg-ated.  liut  they  liave  all  resumed  their 
relations  with  the  Kansas  State  Historical  Society,  and  we  are  now  re- 
ceiving- the  papers  as  though  the  order  had  never  been  made. 

The  furnishing  of  free  copies  of  i)apers  to  the  Historical  Society  is  not 
entirely  a  gratuitous  matter.  The  Society  sends  to  each  newspaper  copies 
of  its  publications.  While  it  is  not  contended  that  these  publications  are 
an  equivalent  in  value  in  all  cases,  and  perhaps  in  no  case,  they  do  in  some 
manner  recompense  the  proprietors  of  newspapers  for  the  copy  furnished 
the  Historical  Society.  The  Society  would  gladly  pay  for  the  newspapers 
if  it  had  the  money,  but  it  has  no  money  and  it  is  extremely  doubtful 
whether  the  legislature  would  provide  the  money  for  this  purpose. 

The  demand  made  on  newspa])er  collection  during  the  past  year  has 
exceeded  that  of  any  previous  year.  The  files  have  been  consulted  by 
more  people  and  for  many  additional  purposes,  largely  those  matters  con- 
r.ected  with  the  war.  The  attorney-general  found  it  necessary  to  consult 
the  files  of  Kansas  newspapers  in  an  effort  to  regulate  the  practice  of  the 
various  food  administrators  in  fixing  prices.  In  this  matter  the  news- 
papers did  a  very  material  service  to  the  state.  The  files  have  been  con- 
sulted many  times  to  establish  the  dates  of  birth  of  persons  in  the  draft. 
There  is  an  increasing  demand  for  certified  copies  of  publication  notices. 
The  Historical  Society  has  many  files  which  do  not  exist  in  the  local  news- 
paiier  oilices.  Fires  in  various  towns  have  destroyed  the  early  files  of 
many  newspapers,  leaving  the  files  of  the  Historical  Society  the  only  ones 
remaining  of  those  papers.  The  Kansas  newspaper  collection  is  becom- 
ing more  valuable  and  more  necessary  to  the  state  every  year. 

The  state  printing  plant  has  been  able  to  take  care  of  our  binding  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  our  newspapers  are  bound  very  close  up  to  date.  The 
collection  is  in  splendid  condition.  Very  few  of  the  volumes  need  re- 
binding.  The  addition  of  one  deck  to  the  stacking  in  the  newspaper 
section  did  not  provide  enough  filing  space  for  all  the  daily  papers. 
We  have  hundreds  of  volumes  of  newspapers  lying  on  benches  with  no 
facilities  for  classifying  and  filing.  If  an  additional  deck  of  shelving- 
could  provided  it  would  furnish  a  place  for  these  volumes,  but  is  is 
hardly  to  be  expected  that  the  legislature  will  provide  for  this  additional 
deck  at  this  time. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  ARCHIVES. 

There  have  been  large  accessions  to  the  department  of  archives  dur- 
ing the  year.  Various  state  offices  have  furnished  these  accessions.  Ap- 
plication has  been  made  to  some  counties  for  the  early  archives  which  are 
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no  longer  required  in  the  trarisa(tif)n  of  county  huHine.ss,  \t\Jl  none  of 
these  have  so  far  prcxhiccd  results.  The  department  is  much  handicaf)ped 
in  the  (ilinj?  and  care  of  these  archives.  In  the  rooms  built  and  set  apart 
for  this  department  in  the  Memoiial  HuihIinK  there  has  never  heen 
provided  any  shelving  beyond  the  temi)orary  shelving  which  the  Society 
has  been  able  to  improvise.  The  archives  j)ertainitjg  io  the  Insurance  De- 
partment are  in  very  frequent  use.  As  they  aie  V(duminous,  it  is  with 
(iidiculty  that  they  are  consulted,  owing  to  tlie  niaiincr  in  which  we  are 
obliged  to  file  them.  They  are  extremely  valuable,  and  pt  ofde  from  all 
parts  of  the  state  come  to  consult  and  examine  them. 

The  regulations  concerning  the  draft  have  caused  the  census  re|)orts 
to  be  in  almost  daily  use  since  the  date  of  registration  was  fixed.  These 
census  reports  are  made  by  townshii)s,  and  they  carry  the  ages  of  in- 
habitants of  those  townships  and  cities  in  the  years  in  which  the  census 
was  taken.  Many  controversies  about  the  ages  of  registrants  have  been 
settled  by  these  census  reports.  In  the  new  draft  they  will  come  more 
and  more  into  requirement.  In  the  matter  of  archives  it  is  impossible  to 
tell  what  paper  will  be  called  for.  Those  things  which  might  ordinarily 
be  considered  of  little  value  may  become  the  most  vital  documents.  Pro- 
vision ought  to  be  made  that  they  can  be  easily  consulted.  There  is  little 
hope,  however,  of  having  anything  done  during  the  present  war.  Steel  is 
required  for  war  purposes  and  is  almost  unobtainable.  The  high  price 
of  such  work  will  probably  prevent  the  legislature  from  undertaking  to 
put  shelving  in  the  archives  department  at  this  time.  The  secretary  de- 
sires, however,  to  emphasize  the  great  value  to  the  })eople  of  Kansas  of 
this  department. 

MUSEUM. 

The  museum  has  had  satisfactory  growth  during  the  year,  but  suffered 
somewhat  from  the  loss  of  a  collection  pertaining  to  the  present  war.  It 
was  unfortunate  that  this  collection  had  been  accepted.  The  unreliability 
of  the  donor  was  not  known  to  the  secretary  at  the  time  of  its  acceptance. 
A  i)art  of  this  collection  could  have  been  retained,  but  to  keep  it  meant 
a  controversy  with  a  person  not  noted  for  his  integrity.  It  would  have 
been  a  disagreeable  matter,  and  the  secretary  thought  best  to  permit  the 
entire  collection  to  go  rather  than  engage  in  it.  It  is  hoped  that  Miss 
Francis  may  be  able  to  secure  a  much  better  collection  for  the  Society 
and  ship  it  from  France  at  an  early  date. 

Mrs.  Henrietta  Briggs-Wall,  of  Hutchinson,  has  donated  to  the  So- 
ciety the  painting  of  Miss  Frances  Willard  and  her  political  compeers. 
It  is  a  historical  picture  and  one  which  had  a  marked  influence  on  the 
struggle  for  suffrage  in  Kansas.  Mrs.  Wall  donated  other  pictures  to 
the  Society,  and  they  have  been  hung  in  the  museum. 

The  adjutant-general  donated  an  old  Catling  gun  to  the  Society,  and 
it  has  been  placed  in  the  museum.  A  comparison  of  that  and  the  modern 
machine  gun  will  be  of  great  interest  to  the  American  soldiers  when  they 
return  from  Europe. 

Accessions  of  the  ordinary  nature  have  been  numerous  during  the 
year,  and  they  have  been  put  on  display. 
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The  condition  of  the  (loss  collection  is  ^'ood.  'I'he  birds  are  K'<atly 
admired  and  their  present  condition  comnu-nled  otx  favotably  hy  Lho.-e 
who  come  specially  to  examine  thcin. 

The  needs  of  the  museum  include  a  number  of  show  cases.  We  have 
many  valuable  historical  relics  which  we  are  unable  to  display  for  the 
lack  of  these  cases. 

ACCESSIONS. 

The  following-  table  shows  the  accessicms  in  the  various  departments 
of  the  Historical  Society.

MANUSCRIPTS. 


There  have  been  no  donations  of  manuscripts  of  note  during  the  year. 
A  great  number  of  manuscripts  of  ordinary  historical  importance  have 
been  received.  They  probably  exceed  in  number  those  received  any 
previous  year.  Our  manuscript  collection  is  one  of  the  most  valuable  m 
the  West,  and  it  is  enriched  by  every  accession.  It  has  been  the  hope  of 
the  secretary  that  the  cataloguing  of  this  great  mass  of  historical  manu- 
scripts belonging  to  the  state  of  Kansas  might  be  at  least  commenced 
during  the  year.  The  present  office  force  is  only  able  to  keep  up  with 
the  current  work.  It  has  never  found  time  to  begin  the  cataloguing  of 
the  manuscri])ts  collection.  The  growth  of  the  Society  will  probably 
prevent  the  cataloguing  of  this  manuscript  collection  until  additional 
help  has  been  provided.  The  card-index  cases  have  been  secured,  and 
the  cases  for  the  manuscripts  were  secured  two  years  ago.  It  will  require 
the  labor  of  two  trained  cataloguers  for  at  least  a  year  to  index  this  col- 
lection. It  is  probably  unnecessary  to  ask  the  legislature  to  provide  this 
additional  help  at  this  time. 

THE  FOURTEENTH  VOLUME. 

The  secretary  regrets  to  report  that  the  fourteenth  volume,  Kansas 
Historical  Collections,  has  not  yet  api)eared.    It  has  been  long  in  the 
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hands  of  the  state  printer.  Tlic  piiiitin^  has  heeri  done,  the  jjroof  huH 
been  read,  and  the  volume  will  he  out  within  a  shoit  time.  'I'he  state 
printinji:  plant  is  in  no  way  to  hlame  for  the  delay.  That  institution  has 
been  comi)elle(l  to  make  one  dollar  do  the  work  of  two  dcjllars  and  lias 
been  repeatedly  crippled  by  the  loss  of  men  throuj^h  the  draft.  The 
state  printing":  j)lant  has  shown  the  Historical  Society  the  greatest  courtesy 
and  has  invariably  dorie  everything  it  could  to  forward  its  interests.  The 
Society  feels  grateful  to  the  state  printing  j)lant  f(jr  the  i)i  inting  of  the 
Fourteenth  volume  at  this  time,  crippled  as  it  has  been  by  the  high  price 
of  material  and  labor  and  the  loss  of  help  through  the  draft. 

DUPLICATE  K(JOM. 

The  work  of  the  duplicate  room  has  been  carried  on  during  the  past 
year  in  the  usual  way.  The  society  has  furnished  many  Kansas  libraries 
duplicate  books,  magazines,  maps  and  j)ublic  documents.  The  aid  given  to 
the  libraries  of  the  state  by  this  Society  through  exchange  and  other  ma- 
terial from  the  duplicate  room  is  invaluable.  The  work  in  this  section  of 
the  Society  is  increasing  and  our  store  of  duplicates  is  being  augmented 
constantly.  This  gives  promise  of  inci-eased  work  in  building  up  the 
Kansas  libraries  at  no  expense  to  these  libraries  except  the  cost  of 
shipping. 

FINANCES. 

The  unprecedented  advance  in  material  of  every  kind  has  in  a  sense 
ofTset  the  increase  granted  by  the  last  legislature  in  the  book  and  con- 
tingent funds.  We  have  been  able  to  make  them  answer  the  purposes  and 
have  kept  within  the  limits  in  our  expenses.  It  is  doubtful  if  we  can 
make  the  amounts  answer  in  the  future  without  seriously  crippling  the 
Society.  The  increase  granted  by  the  legislature  was  $500  in  the  con- 
tingent fund  and  $300  in  the  book  fund.  The  contingent  fund  should  be 
at  least  $2,000  and  the  book  fund  $1,500  to  make  these  funds  equal  to 
wliat  they  wore  when  they  were  smaller  and  when  books,  material  and 
labor  were  cheaper.  With  your  approval  the  secretary  intends  to  request 
the  auditor  to  recommend  an  increase  of  at  least  some  amount  in  these 
funds. 

The  trust  funds  of  the  Society  consist  of  $500  left  by  John  Booth  and 
$950  realized  from  the  estate  of  Jonathan  Pecker.  The  will  in  the  latter 
case  bequeathed  $1,000,  but  Mr.  Pecker  was  a  resident  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, and  by  the  laws  of  New  Hampshire  an  inheritance  tax  of  $50  \vas 
levied  on  this  bequest  and  deducted  from  it.  These  funds  are  to  be  in- 
vested by  the  Society  by  the  terms  set  out  in  the  wills  of  the  donors. 
They  have  been  so  invested  since  they  were  received,  and  a  statement  of 
their  amounts  and  the  interest  earned  by  each  is  set  out  in  the  report  of 
the  treasurer.    They  are  now  invested  in  4  percent  liberty  bonds. 

The  membership  fee  fund  is  in  good  condition.  It  totals  a  greater 
sum  than  at  any  other  time  since  my  acquaintance  with  the  Society.  A 
year  ago  we  purchased  liberty  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $1,000  with  funds 
belonging  to  the  membership  fee  fund.  These  bonds  are  drawing  interest 
at  the  rate  of  4  percent.    The  amount  of  the  membership  fee  fund,  aside 
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from  the  $1, ()()(),  is  sy»own  in  the-  roi)«rl  of  the  treasurer.  Our  member- 
ship has  diminished  a  liUle  owiriK"  to  the  war,  hut  we  have  hei-n  ahle  to 
show  a  steady  growth  in  this  fund.  It  is  the  hope  of  the  secretary  to  be 
able  to  invest  another  $1,000  of  this  fund  within  tlie  next  year  or  two. 
The  showinj^  made  for  the  finances  of  the  Soiicty  is  th.-  result  (jf  tin- 
strictest  economy  on  the  part  of  the  e.xecutive  ((iniinittee  and  the  secre- 
tary, who  are  entrusted  with  its  manajjement  undc  i  the  constitution  of  the 
Society  and  l)y  the  direction  of  the  Society  itself.  To  show  an  increase  iti 
a  fund  these  war  times  is,  we  believe,  somethin^^  unusual.  It  is  with  a 
feelinjj:  of  ^2:i-atilication  that  this  showing-  has  been  made  and  a  statement 
of  the  fact  set  out  here,

MEMORIAL  BUILDING. 

The  Memorial  Building  remains  in  charge  of  the  Memorial  BuiMing 
Commission,  of  which  the  secretary  of  the  Historical  Society  is  secretary. 

The  contingent  fund  for  the  expenses  of  the  building  was  doubled  by 
the  last  legislature.  The  increase  has  been  offset  by  the  advance  in  price 
of  everything  which  it  is  necessary  to  buy,  and  the  secretary  will  be  com- 
pelled to  ask  that  the  contingent  fund  be  increased  for  the  coming  bicn- 
nium.  There  has  been  provided  no  separate  fund  for  the  upkeep  of  the 
building.  It  has  been  five  years  since  the  walls  were  put  up  and  the 
window  frames  and  doors  put  in.  The  elevator  has  been  running  more 
than  four  years.  The  electrical  equipment  has  had  nearly  five  years' 
wear.  It  is  necessary  that  the  building  be  preserved.  It  is  beginning  to 
wear  and  needs  attention  and  repairs.  The  window  frames,  window 
sashes  and  doors  need  painting.  The  roof  was  repaired  last  year  and  will 
last  for  some  years  without  further  attention.  The  inside  walls  have 
been  blackened  and  should  be  repainted.  The  elevator  should  be  over- 
hauled and  repaired.  The  motor  which  runs  the  ventilating  apparatus 
has  proven  too  small  and  a  new  one  should  be  provided.  The  janitors 
should  have  more  wages  than  they  are  now  receiving. 

While  this  is  a  matter  of  which  the  Historical  Society  has  no  direct 
control,  it  was  the  opinion  of  your  secretary  that  the  matter  ought  to  be 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Society. 

SALAKIIOS  OF  OKFICKIJS  AND  EMPLOYEES 

It  is  generally  conceded  that  a  raise  in  the  wages  of  state  officers  and 
employees  is  necessary  and  will  be  made  by  the  coming  legislature.  The 
state  auditor  has  already  expressed  himself  in  favor  of  this  increase  in 
salaries.  It  is  only  fair  that  the  wages  of  those  working  for  the  state  be 
increased  to  correspond  with  the  high  cost  of  living.  Your  secretary 
has  already  discussed  this  matter  with  the  state  auditor  and  has  been 
a.^sured  that  he  will  do  whatever  he  finds  himself  able  to  do  to  have  a 
satisfactory  and  equitable  increase  made  in  all  salaries.  He  is  now  se- 
curing information  from  other  institutions  which  will  enable  him  to  pre- 
sent to  the  legislature  a  schedule  of  wages  paid  by  the  other  institutions 
of  the  Union.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  secretary  that  the  employees  of  the 
State  Historical  Society  be  paid  as  much  as  the  employees  of  any  other 
institution.  He  is  familiar  to  some  extent  with  the  services  rendered  by 
the  employees  of  other  institutions,  and  knows  that  the  employees  of  the 
State  Historical  Society  do  as  much  work  and  do  it  as  well  as  those  of 
any  other  institution. 
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A  resolution  of  tlie  Society  to  have  an  ecjuitable  increase  of  waj^es 
would  slrcnKtlion  the  iiand  of  the  state  auditor  in  liis  effort  to  have  such 
an  increase  made,  and  it  is  the  hope  of  tlie  secretaiy  that  such  a  resrjlu- 
tion  will  be  made  at  this  meeting-  of  the  Society.  It  has  not  been  thouf^ht 
best  for  your  secretary  to  sug^^est  the  amount  of  waj^es  to  be  paid  under 
the  new  schedule  to  each  of  the  ollicers  and  emi)loyees  of  the  Society. 
The  state  auditor  is  making-  an  equitable  scale,  which  includes  all  olHcers 
and  employees,  and  a  specific  recommendation  of  the  Society  might  em- 
barrass him.  He  is  laboring  for  a  uniform  and  ecjuitable  salary  list.  In 
formulating-  this  uniform  list  he  should  have  the  sui)i)ort  of  state  insti- 
tutions. 

THE  BROWER  ARCHAEOLOGICAL  COLLECTION. 

Your  secretary  is  making  an  effort  to  secure  for  the  State  Historical 
Society  the  archaeological  collection  made  by  the  late  J.  V.  Brower,  the 
former  president  of  the  Quivira  Historical  Society.  Because  of  some  un- 
fortunate disagreement  the  great  archaeological  collection  made  by  Mr. 
Brower  in  Kansas  was  taken  to  Minnesota  and  given  to  the  Minnesota 
Historical  Society.  Your  secretai-y  made  a  proposal  to  the  secretary  of 
the  Minnesota  Historical  Society  to  turn  it  over  to  this  Society.  This 
proposition  was  favorably  received,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  negotiations 
now  under  way  will  bring  this  fine  collection  back  to  Kansas.  The  nego- 
tiations include  the  exchange  of  several  hundred  volumes  of  foreign  news- 
papers, now  in  the  library  of  our  Society,  for  the  Brower  collection. 
These  foreign  newspapers  mean  as  little  to  us  as  the  Brower  collection 
means  to  the  state  of  Minnesota.  If  it  is  the  judgment  of  the  Society 
that  these  negotiations  should  be  continued,  an  expression  of  that  judg- 
ment should  be  made. 

WAR  ACTIVITIES. 

The  activities  of  the  war  have  brought  new  duties  to  the  Historical 
Society.  It  is  the  belief  of  your  secretary  that  after  the  close  of  the 
war  the  soldiers  who  are  fighting  the  battles  for  liberty  will  assume 
control  of  the  civil  administration  of  the  state.  They  will  be  elected 
to  the  puDlic  offices  of  the  state,  as  were  the  soldiers  of  the  Civil  War. 
The  Kansas  soldiers  will  expect  to  find  in  this  Society  a  record  of  their 
services.  So  far  the  facilities  for  collecting  this  record  have  been  few. 
The  original  records  yet  belong  to  the  government  of  the  United  States. 
None  of  them  have  been  published.  It  is  not  the  policy  of  the  govern- 
ment to  furnish  copies  of  records  to  any  institution.  We  have  collected 
what  publicity  material  we  could  secure,  which  refers  largely  to  the 
liberty  loan,  war  savings  stamps,  food  and  fuel  conservation.  The  gov- 
ernment has  issued  many  posters  for  the  purpose  of  influencing  all  these 
activities.  Our  poster  collection  is  quite  a  good  one.  They  have  not  yet 
been  catalogued,  for  the  reason  that  we  hope  to  secure  many  additional 
posters.  As  time  goes  by  these  posters  will  become  more  and  more 
valuable.  Many  are  works  of  art  by  the  best  painters  in  America.  It 
is  the  hope  of  your  secretary  that  this  Society  will  eventually  have  a 
complete  file  of  all  the  posters  issued  by  the  United  States  relating  to 
the  war.  It  will  take  some  years  to  secure  these.  Many  of  them  will 
be  obtained  by  exchange,  as  we  have  many  duplicates. 
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Wo  have  secured  a  j^ood  many  views  (jf  Carrifj  J'unston  and  C^arnp 
Doniphan.  These  views  show  the  camps  at  diflerent  sta^jes  of  their 
construction.  We  have  secured  some  photo^:iaphs  of  Kansas  soldiers, 
although  we  have  been  disajjpointed  in  this  i)articular  line.  It  is  the 
belief  of  your  secretary  that  the  collection  made  so  far  is  creditable,  and 
they  have  cost  the  Society  very  little,  the  whole  expense  bein^  less 
than  $10. 

.When  the  war  is  over  it  will  be  necessary  for  this  Society  to  have 
increased  facilities  for  keepin{4'  recoids  and  securing  the  memoranda 
of  the  services  of  each  Kansas  soldier.  Tliis  w(jrk  ou^ht  to  be  com- 
menced at  once,  even  before  the  war  is  ovei-.  Some  thin<:s  can  be  se- 
cured now  which  it  mij?ht  be  found  imi)ossible  to  secure  after  the  close 
of  the  war.  Many  of  the  records  of  the  Civil  War  wei'e  nc^:^lected  until 
they  finally  (lisai)peared  and  were  lost.  This  must  not  hap])en  in  the 
case  of  any  Kansas  soldier  of  this  war.  The  Society  has  some  members 
in  the  service,  and  one  of  them,  Major  M.  R.  McLean,  of  Wellington,  has 
sent  several  boxes  of  records  to  the  Society,  to  be  stored  here  under  seal 
until  the  close  of  the  war,  when  they  may  be  opened,  classified  and  filed. 

This  Society  will  be  the  most  important  institution  in  the  state  to 
the  soldiers  after  they  return.  It  will  be  entrusted  with  the  preserva- 
tion of  their  record,  and  there  is  no  doubt  but  that  it  will  receive  their 
active  support. 

Necrology  of  the  Society,  October  16,  1917,  to  October  15,  1918. 

george  wait  weed. 

George  W.  Weed,  a  most  interested  member  of  this  Society,  died  at 
the  National  Military  Home,  Leavenworth,  December  10,  1917.  He  was 
the  eldest  son  of  George  Wait  Weed  and  Lymna  Ann  Weed,  and  was 
born  May  10,  1835,  in  Albany,  N.  Y.  His  early  education  was  had  at 
the  Albany  Boys'  School,  and  later  he  attended  the  Mills'  Boarding 
School  at  South  Williamstown,  IMass.  His  first  business  venture  was 
with  the  Albany  Jourmtl,  where  he  started  to  learn  the  printer's  trade. 
He  later  went  into  a  factory  where  surveying  instruments  were  manu- 
factured and  became  proficient  in  machinist's  work. 

In  1858  Mr.  Weed  came  into  Kansas  from  Nebraska,  settling  in 
Doniphan  county,  where  he  began  farming.  Later  he  went  to  Denver, 
but  when  the  Civil  War  came  on  returned  to  Kansas  and  enlisted  in  the 
Tenth  volunteer  regiment,  serving  with  it  until  August  19,  1864,  when 
it  was  mustered  out.  He  reenlisted,  this  time  entering  the  Seventh 
New  York  heavy  artillery,  and  was  commissioned  a  second  lieutenant. 
He  served  with  this  organization  until  the  close  of  the  war.  After  the 
war  Mr.  Weed  returned  to  Kansas,  settling  in  Atchison  county.  He  was 
one  of  the  organizing  members  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  in  this 
state,  and  was  an  active  participant  in  its  councils, 

Mr.  Weed  married,  on  September  21,  1870,  Miss  Caroline  Bennett,  at 
East  Albany,  N,  Y.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Richard  Bennett  and 
Susan  Vandervolgen  Bennett,  and  was  born  at  Root,  Montgomery 
county.  New  York,  July  28,  1831.  Mrs.  Weed  died  at  Topeka,  February 
3,  1912,  and  some  years  following  her  death  Mr.  Weed  entered  the  Sol- 
diers' Home.

The  Kansas  State  Ilisloiical  Society  lost  a  most  helpful  frienrl  when 
Mr.  S.  W.  Brewster  passed  from  this  life  at  his  home  in  Thayer,  Kan., 
December  13,  1917.  lie  was  born  in  1858,  in  IJartholomew  county,  In- 
diana, where  he  lived  until  1872,  when  with  his  father's  family  he  came 
to  Kansas.  His  father,  Marshall  Brewster,  had  preceded  them  and  hiid 
settled  on  land  near  Thayer.  In  the  fall  followinf^  the  arrival  of  the 
family  Mr.  Brewster  died,  leavinjj^'  his  widow  with  six  children,  the 
younjjjest  of  whom  was  Samuel  Wheeler  Brewster,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch.  From  his  parents  he  had  inherited  a  love  for  study,  and  there- 
fore he  made  the  getting-  of  an  education  his  first  business  in  life.  lie 
maintained  himself  in  various  ways  while  going  through  school  and 
college,  attending-  Baker  University,  the  Leavenworth  Normal  School, 
and  Kansas  University,  from  which  institution  he  graduated  with 
honors  in  1883. 

After  his  graduation  from  the  University  Mr.  Brewster  formed  a 
partnership  with  A.  S.  Lapham  and  began  the  practice  of  law  in  Cha- 
nute.  This  association  was  maintained  until  a  few  years  before  Mr. 
Brewster's  death.  Always  a  student,  Mr.  Brewster  delved  deeply  into 
the  history  of  southeastern  Kansas,  and  wrote  many  interesting  articles 
relating  to  that  quarter  of  the  state.  His  contributions  to  our  Historical 
Collections  have  been  of  great  value. 

In  1878  Mr.  Brewster  married  Miss  Hattie  M.  Mills,  daughter  of 
Judge  and  Mrs.  Henry  Mills,  of  Thayer.  Four  children  have  been  born 
to  them,  two  sons  and  two  daughters,  and  with  their  mother  survive 
Mr.  Brewster. 

Mr.  Brewster  was  a  lineal  descendant  of  Elder  William  Brewster. 
His  father,  Marshall  Brewster,  was  born  in  Berkshire  county,  Massa- 
chusetts, December  15,  1801,  and  died  in  Kansas,  September  25,  1872. 
He  married  December  18,  183G,  Chloe  K.  Smith,  of  Warren,  Ohio. 

C1IA1U,KS  IIENUY  OlIANDLEK, 

Charles  H.  Chandler,  a  life  member  of  this  Society,  died  at  his  home  in 
Topeka,  December  18,  1917.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  the  state 
architect,  having  held  that  position  since  May  1,  1909. 

Mr.  Chandler  was  born  in  Chester,  Vt.,  November  11,  1864,  but  came 
to  Chase  county,  Kansas,  with  his  parents  in  1879,  from  Lancaster,  N.  H. 
After  the  family  settled  in  Chase  county  young  Chandler  took  up  the 
carpenter  trade  at  Bazaar.  This  trade  he  learned  thoroughly,  and  it  was 
not  until  after  he  moved  to  Topeka  that  he  studied  architecture.  The  rec- 
ord of  his  work  as  an  architect  stands  in  the  many  state  buildings  erected 
during  his  incumbency.  Practically  every  state  institution  has  had  either 
new  buildings  or  remodeling  done  during  the  period  he  was  in  office. 
The  beautiful  Memorial  Building  in  which  the  Society  has  its  permanent 
home  is  one  of  his  chief  monuments.  Mr.  Chandler  was  a  man  who  made 
friends  easily  and  always  kept  them,  and  was  widely  known.  He  was  an 
active  Mason,  perhaps  one  of  the  best  known  in  the  state,  and  had  held 
many  of  the  highest  offices  in  their  gift. 

On  November  11,  1886,  he  was  married  to  Miss  Mary  Leonard,  at 
Bazaar.    They  were  the  parents  of  two  children.    Birdine  and  George  L., 
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who  with  Mis.  Chaiuller  suivivti  him.  Mr.  (Chandler  was  huried  in  the 
cfmotoiy  at  Jiazaar,  and  the  services  there  we)e  iri  char^je  of  the  Masonic 
lod^'-e  with  which  lie  iiad  been  afhiiated  duriiij^-  ids  residence  in  Topeka. 

MOUTON  ALHAU(;n. 

Morton  Albau^h,  cU'rk  of  the  United  States  district  court  since  l'JO-4, 
and  one  of  the  most  prominent  men  in  the  political  affairs  of  Kansas,  died 
at  his  home  in  Topeka,  I'^ebruary  U,  1918.  Mr.  Albauj^h  was  born  Feb- 
ruary 10,  18G2,  a  son  of  Samuel  Albaugh  and  Leah  Slates  Albau^h,  of 
Ohio,  who  later  moved  to  Indiana,  lie  was  reared  a  farmer  boy  in  In- 
diana and  was  named  for  Oliver  P.  Morton,  Indiana's  great  war  governor. 
Being"  deeply  interested  in  educational  work,  he  graduated  from  the 
Normal  College  at  Mitchell,  Ind.,  when  but  sixteen  years  old,  and  im- 
mediately began  teaching  in  the  district  schools.  When  nineteen  years 
old  he  was  made  principal  of  the  schools  at  Amo,  Ind.,  a  position  which 
he  held  for  two  years. 

In  1883  Morton  Albaugh  came  to  Kansas  and  was  principal  of  the 
public  schools  at  Kingman,  Kan.  Later  he  became  interested  in  news- 
paper work,  his  first  paper  being  the  Saratoga  Sun,  which  he  published 
for  nearly  three  years.  A  few  years  later  he  returned  to  Kingman  and 
purchased  the  Kingman  Leader,  later  consolidated  with  the  Courier,  of 
th(!  same  place,  into  the  Leader-Courier. 

Mr.  Albaugh  took  an  active  interest  in  politics  from  the  time  he  came 
to  Kansas,  and  was  recognized  as  one  of  the  best  informed  men  on  political 
conditions  in  the  state.  For  six  years  he  was  chaiiman  of  the  state  Re- 
publican committee,  being  the  only  man  in  the  state  who  had  been  honored 
with  a  third  term.  In  1900  he  was  appointed  state  bank  commissioner  by 
Governor  Stanley,  and  served  in  that  capacity  nearly  four  years,  resign- 
ing in  1904  to  accept  the  position  which  he  held  until  the  time  of  his 
death. 

On  September  28,  1890,  Mr.  Albaugh  was  married  to  Miss  Eula  L. 
Ihuighton,  of  liOogootee,  ind.    Two  children  weie  l)orn  to  them. 

Mr.  Albaugh  was  a  thirty-second  degi-ee  Scottish  Rite  Mason  and  a 
Knight  Templar;  also  he  was  a  member  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias,  the 
Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks,  and  the  Ancient  Order  of  United 
Workmen.  Mr.  Albaugh  was  a  life  member  of  the  Historical  Society  and 
in  his  death  we  have  lost  a  sincere  and  helpful  friend. 

TIMOTHY  BAILEY  SWEET. 

Timothy  Bailey  Sweet,  a  life  member  of  the  Historical  Society,  died  at 
his  home,  April  3,  1918.  Mr.  Sweet  was  a  native  of  Maine,  born  in  Farm- 
ington,  April  11,  1841,  a  son  of  Lorella  and  Mary  W.  (Bailey)  Sweet. 
He  was  educated  in  the  common  schools  of  Farmington  and  later  at  Farm- 
ington  Academy.  At  the  early  age  of  fourteen  he  began  his  business 
career,  engaging  in  the  mercantile  business  in  his  native  town,  but  later 
moving  with  his  parents  to  Champaign,  111.,  where  he  became  manager  of 
a  drug  business.  After  several  years  he  left  this  position  to  become 
cashier  of  the  First  National  bank  of  Champaign. 

Mr.  Sweet  first  visited  Kansas  in  1869,  and  being  convinced  that  there 
was  a  great  future  for  this  section,  he  located  permanently  at  Topeka  in 
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1872.  Sliortly  afterwards  lie  oi'^anizcd  a  loan  and  trust  c(jrni)ariy,  and  for 
twenty-live  years  or  more  continued  at  its  litad.  During':  Ids  lonj^  business 
career  he  has  been  connected  with  nuniy  of  the  leadinK  business  enter- 
prises of  Topeka.  Mr.  Sweet  always  took  a  deep  interest  in  the  educa- 
tional and  philanthropic  enterprises.  He  was  a  trustee  of  Washburn 
College,  vice  pi'esident  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Methodist  Home  for 
the  Aj^-ed,  a  membei'  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  Christ's  Hospital,  and  his 
work  with  the  Sunday  schools  and  with  the  Methodist  Ei)iscopal  Church 
is  known  all  over  the  state. 

In  1873  Mr.  Sweet  married  Miss  Annie  Brown,  dau^^hter  of  Judge 
William  and  Susan  (Finley)  Brown,  of  Jacksonville,  111.  To  them  were 
born  five  children.    Mrs.  Sweet  died  November  27,  1910. 

BALIE  PEYTON  WAiJGENER. 

The  Kansas  State  Historical  Society  lost  a  valued  membei-  in  the 
death  of  Balie  Peyton  Waggener,  of  Atchison,  April  28,  ]918.  Through 
fifty  years  the  name  of  Balie  P.  Waggoner  has  l)een  linked  with  almost 
every  important  event  in  the  affairs  of  Atchison,  while  in  the  state  he 
ranked  as  one  of  the  real  powers  in  the  legal  profession  and  a  lead-.-r  in 
politics. 

Mr.  Waggener  was  born  in  Platte  county,  Missouri,  July  18,  1847. 
He  was  a  son  of  Peyton  R.  and  Sophronia  Briseis  (Willis)  Waggener, 
who  were  descendants  from  old  American  families.  The  great-giand- 
father  of  Mr.  Waggener  served  in  the  Continental  army  as  a  lieutenant- 
colonel  during  the  Revolution,  and  his  grandfather  was  a  major  in  the 
United  States  army  during  the  War  of  1812. 

When  Mr.  Waggener  was  fourteen  years  old  he  left  the  public  schools 
and  obtained  a  position  as  toll-gate  keeper  on  the  old  Platte  City  and 
Weston  turnpike.  From  childhood  he  was  ambitious  to  become  a  lawyer, 
and  spent  every  available  moment  studying  his  law  books.  Later  he  went 
to  Atchison  and  studied  law  in  the  office  of  Governor  George  W.  Click,  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  in  18(i7,  and  three  years  later  became  a  law  partner 
with  Albert  H.  Horton,  then  district  attorney,  but  later  chief  justice  of 
the  supreme  court.  He  was  afterwards  associated  with  two  other  chief 
justices,  David  Martin  and  Frank  Doster. 

For  nearly  thirty  five  years — 1876  to  1910 — Mr.  Waggener  was  general 
attorney  for  the  Missouri  Pacific  Railway  in  Kansas;  in  1910  he  was 
made  general  solicitor  of  the  company  for  the  states  of  Kansas,  Colo- 
rado and  Nebraska.  Mr.  Waggener  served  his  district  in  the  legislature 
many  times  as  representative  and  as  senator,  his  last  public  service 
being  in  the  senate  in  1916. 

Mr.  Waggener  was  married  to  Miss  Emma  L.,  daughter  of  William  W. 
Hetherington,  of  Atchison,  on  May  27,'  1869.  Their  son,  William  P.,  suc- 
ceeded his  father  as  attorney  for  the  Missouri  Pacific  Railway.  Their 
daughter,  Mable  L.,  is  the  wife  of  R.  K.  Smith,  vice  president  and  general 
mxanager  of  the  Mississippi  Central  Railway. 

It  is  doubtful  if  the  death  of  any  Kansan  occasioned  more  general  sad- 
ness in  a  community  than  the  death  of  Mr.  Waggener.  Not  only  was  he 
admired  for  his  professional  ability  and  deep  interest  in  public  affairs, 
but  because  of  his  friendship  for  his  fellowmen.    A  title  which  meant 
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movQ  Lo  him  than  any  other  was  that  of  "childtcn's  friend,"  which  lie 
v/on  because  of  liis  ^'^-it  h)ve  and  kindliness  for  all  children.  His  hirth- 
day  party  was  a  loriK-estahlished  function.  On  that  day  he  entertained 
the  children  of  Atchison  and  the  suj'roundin^  country,  and  on  one  occa- 
sion, in  11)11,  to  mark  the  twelfth  annual  event,  his  youn^^  i<uests  pre- 
sented him  with  a  silver  loving  cu[).  To  these  affairs  no  invitations  were 
issued;  every  child  was  welcomed,  and  it  was  a  question  as  to  which 
enjoyed  the  pai  ty  most,  the  host  or  the  jifuests. 

JOHN  II.  MIII.VANE 

John  R.  Mulvane,  a  life  member  of  the  Historical  Society,  died  at  his 
home  in  Topeka,  May  i),  1918.  For  more  than  twenty  years  Mr.  Mulvane 
had  been  one  of  the  prominent  figures  in  the  Kansas  financial  world.  He 
Avas  born  in  Newcomerstown,  Ohio,  July  G,  1835.  His  early  education 
was  obtained  in  the  country  schools.  His  father,  David  Mulvane,  was  a 
tanner,  and  at  an  early  age  John  Mulvane  enteied  his  father's  business. 
In  ISOf)  he  left  his  father  and  joined  his  brother,  Joab  Mulvane,  in  busi- 
ness at  Princeton,  111. 

Mr.  Mulvane  came  to  Topeka  in  18G8,  and  at  first  engaged  in  the  land 
and  cattle  business.  In  1870  he  became  cashier  of  the  Topeka  Bank  and 
Savings  Company,  thus  commencing  a  career  that  made  him  famous  as  a 
western  financier.  In  1878  this  bank  was  reorganized  as  the  Bank  of 
Topeka,  with  Mr.  Mulvane  as  president,  a  position  which  he  held  until 
ihe  time  of  his  death.  With  his  brother,  Joab,  Mr.  Mulvane  engaged  in 
many  other  lines  of  business  in  Topeka,  and  were  instrumental  in  open- 
ing up  different  lines  of  industry  throughout  the  state. 

Mr.  Mulvane  was  for  forty  years  a  member  and  for  twenty  years  a 
director  in  the  P'irst  Baptist  Church.  He  was  president  of  the  public 
library,  of  which  he  was  one  of  the  organizers,  and  since  1901  he  was  a 
trustee  of  Washburn  College. 

Mr.  Mulvane  was  married  to  Miss  Hattie  M.  Freeman,  at  Newcomers- 
town,  Ohio,  in  lSr)G.  No  children  were  born  to  them,  but  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Mulvane  adoi)ted  and  reared  the  two  orphaned  children  of  Mr.  Mulvane's 
youngest  sister, 

Mr.  Mulvane  was  a  thirty-second-degree  Scottish  Rite  Mason,  a 
Knight  Templar  and  an  Odd  Fellow. 

LUCY  DANIELS  KINGMAN. 

Lucy  Daniels  Kingman,  for  many  years  an  active  member  of  this 
Society,  died  at  her  home  in  Topeka,  June  13,  1918.  Miss  Kingman  was 
born  in  Smithland,  Ky.,  January  8,  1851,  and  was  but  a  small  child  when, 
in  1857,  her  family  moved  to  Kansas. 

The  Kingman  family  has  since  pioneer  days  played  a  large  part  in 
the  social  and  civic  life  of  Topeka  and  of  Kansas.  Miss  Kingman  was 
the  one  who  first  conceived  the  idea  of  a  city  federation  of  clubs,  and 
she  presided  at  the  meeting  when  such  an  organization  was  perfected. 
She  was  also  a  charter  member  of  the  Occidential  Club,  one  of  the  first 
of  Topeka's  organized  clubs.  To  her  individual  club  work,  as  to  the 
circles  of  the  federated  clubs,  Miss  Kingman  brought  the  intelligence  of 
a  disciplined  mind,  a  well-balanced  judgment,  and  a  vision  which  looked 
beyond  the  present. 
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Miss  Kingman's  intorost  in  tho  Historical  Society  vv;is  inhi('<|.  Her 
father,  the  late  Samuel  A.  Kinsman,  was  one  of  the  founders  an<l  the 
first  president,  and  maintained  a  life-lonj<  connection  with  it.  The  neces- 
sity of  preserving  a  record  of  Kansas  and  Kansas  f)eople  was  pai't  of 
the  nurture  of  Lucy  Kinsman,  and  well  did  she  fulfill  it,  for  we  had  no 
more  interested  member  than  was  she.  Iler  service  on  committees  and 
in  various  ways  was  always  intelligent,  helpful  and  sincei-e.  At  her  death 
many  treasured  volumes  came  to  us  from  her  library,  the  j^ift  of  her 
sisters.  By  all  of  us  Lucy  Kin^^man  will  lon^?  be  remembered  for  her 
ready  sympathy  and  wise  counsel,  for  she  was  a  woman  of  rare  under- 
standing', who  was  ever  ready  to  enter  into  the  joys  or  sorrows  of  any 
who  needed  her  help. 

ALBERT  ROBINSON  GREENE. 

Born  at  Mt.  Hope,  McLean  county,  111.,  January  IG,  1842;  died  at 
Hood  River,  Oregon,  June  15,  1918. 

An  extended  biography  of  Mr.  Greene  will  be  published  in  volume  15 
of  the  Kansas  Historical  Collections. 

HARRY  M'MILLAN. 

Harry  McMillan,  a  life  member  of  the  Historical  Society,  died  at  his 
home  in  Long  Beach,  Cal.,  July  18,  1918.  Mr.  McMillan  was  born  in 
New  Milford,  Pa.,  August  27,  1856,  and  was  the  youngest  of  a  family 
of  ten  children.  He  graduated  from  the  Montrose  Academy,  Pennsyl- 
vania, in  1877,  and  for  several  years  afterwards  was  associated  in  busi- 
ness with  a  mercantile  house  in  Susquehanna,  Pa. 

In  1885  Mr.  McMillan  came  to  Kansas,  where  he  and  his  brother  es- 
tablished the  "Pennsylvania  Store"  at  Minneapolis.  A  few  years  later 
the  brother  retired  from  the  business  and  Mr.  McMillan  successfully 
operated  the  store  alone  until  1893,  when  he  retired  from  commercial 
life.  Shortly  after  this  time  he  was  appointed  postmaster  at  Minneap- 
olis, a  position  which  he  filled  for  several  years.  In  1900  Mr.  Mc^Iillan 
was  elected  to  the  state  senate  fi-om  the  thirty-lirst  senatorial  district, 
composed  of  the  counties  of  Ottawa  and  Saline.  In  1912  he  was  reelected 
to  the  same  office  for  a  second  term.*  So  efficiently  did  he  fill  public  office 
that  he  was  elected  mayor  of  Minneapolis  for  four  consecutive  term?;. 

Mr.  McMillan  married,  in  1886,  Miss  Mary  Markley,  the  youngest 
daughter  of  Israel  Markley,  who  was  the  ffrst  permanent  resident  of  the 
present  site  of  Minneapolis. 

In  1912  Mr.  McMillan  was  elected  grand  chancellor  of  the  Knights  of 
Pythias.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows. 

JOHN  FRANCIS. 

Born  April  24,  1837,  in  county  Norfolk,  England;  died  August  3,  1918, 
in  Allen  county,  Kansas. 

Mr.  Francis  was  president  of  the  Historical  Society  in  1901.  An  ex- 
tended biography  of  him  was  published  in  volume  14  of  the  Historical 
Collections.  William  E.  Connelley, 

Secretary. 
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The  annual  report  of  the  treasurer,  havinj^  been  inchuled  in 
the  rei)ort  ol"  the  secretary,  was  not  read  a  secoiul  time  sep- 
arately. 

The  president  put  the  following  question  :  What  shall  be 
done  with  the  annual  report  of  the  seci'etar'y,  which  includes 
the  annual  rei)ort  of  the  treasurer? 

On  motion  of  P.  I.  Bonebrake  the  report  was  approved  and 
ordered  placed  on  file  and  its  recommendations  referred  to  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Society  and  the  incoming  board  of  direc- 
tors. 

The  annual  report  of  the  executive  committee  was  called  for. 
The  secretary  made  the  report  orally.  lie  said  the  committee 
had  held  the  usual  sessions,  minutes  of  which  had  been  duly 
kept  and  which  w^ould  become  a  part  of  the  record  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Society  and  appear  fully  in  the  next  biennial 
report.  The  secretary  gave  a  brief  synopsis  of  the  meetings  of 
the  committee.  On  motion  the  report  was  accepted  and  the 
minutes  of  the  meetings  of  the  committee  approved  and  or- 
dered made  a  part  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Society  as  pro- 
vided in  the  constitution.   They  here  follow: 

MINUTES  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

March  9,  1918. 

On  call  of  Secretary  Connelley  a  meeting  of  the  executive  committee 
was  held  at  two  o'clock  p.  m.,  March  9,  1918,  in  the  office  of  the  Historical 
Society.  Tlioso  ])rosont  wore  J.  G.  Slonockor,  J.  N,  Harrison,  Clara 
Francis  and  Secretary  Connelley.  The  moetinj;-  was  called  for  the  pur- 
pose of  filling  vacancies  on  the  board  of  directors  caused  by  the  death  of 
Morton  Albaugh,  S.  W.  Brewster  and  Charles  H.  Chandler.  The  follow- 
ing- directors  were  elected: 

To  succeed  Morton  Albaugh  for  the  term  ending  Octobei-,  1918,  Charles 
C.  Martin,  Kansas  City,  Kan. 

To  succeed  S.  W.  Brewster  for  the  term  ending  October,  1920,  Dr. 
George  M.  Gray,  Kansas  City,  Kan. 

To  succeed  Charles  H.  Chandler  for  the  term  ending  October,  1920, 
Ralph  F.  Moore,  Topeka. 

There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  committee,  it  ad- 
journed subject  to  the  call  of  the  secretary. 


September  10,  1918. 
The  executive  committee  of  the  Kansas  State  Historical  Society  met 
in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  Society  on  Tuesday,  the  10th  day  of 
September,  1918.    Present  were:   J.  N,  Harrison,  chairman;  Mrs.  Lilla 
Day  Monroe,  J.  G.  Slonecker,  and  William  E.  Connelley. 
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The  business  for  consideration  was  to  make  arranj^ennents  for  the 
annual  meeting  and  to  fill  vacancies  on  the  l)oard  of  directors.  The 
elections  to  fill  vacancies  were  as  follows,  to-wit: 

Clara  Francis,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  tlie  death  of  John  Francis. 
Term  to  expire  October,  1918. 

C.  L.  Kaj2:ey,  Beloit,  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of 
Harry  McMillan,  of  Minneapolis.    Term  to  expire  October,  1918. 

Theodore  Gardner,  Lawrence,  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the 
death  of  Albert  K.  Greene,  of  Hood  River,  Ore,  Term  to  expire  October, 
1920. 

Helen  M.  McFarland,  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of 
Miss  Lucy  D,  Kingman,  Topeka.    Term  to  expire  October,  1920.

Meeting  with  the  executive  committee  to  discuss  arrangements  for  the 
annual  meeting  were  the  following  directors:  0.

FORTY-THIRD  ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  THE  SOCIETY. 

October  15,  1918. 

The  forty-third  annual  meeting  of  the  Kansas  State  His- 
torical Society  and  Department  of  Archives  convened  immedi- 
ately upon  the  adjournment  of  the  meeting  of  the  board  of 
directors,  and  was  called  to  order  at  2  :30  o'clock  by  the  presi- 
dent, George  P.  Morehouse. 

The  president  called  for  the  reading  of  letters  from  absent 
members. 

The  secretary  read  letters  from  August  Jaedicke,  jr.,  Wash- 
ington, Kan.;  J.  F.  Pettijohn,  Dodge  City,  Kan.;  and  W.  F. 
Rightmire,  Stuart,  Fla.  These  members  expressed  regret  that 
they  could  not.  be  present  at  the  annual  meeting. 

The  president  inquired  if  there  were  any  greetings  to  absent 
members  to  be  sent. 

Charles  L.  Mitchell  then  introduced  the  following  resolution : 

liC^olrcd,  That  the  members  and  directors  of  the  Kansas  State  His- 
torical Society,  assembled  in  the  forty-third  annual  meeting  of  said 
Society,  have  heard  with  deep  regret  of  the  death  of  the  son  of  our  fellow 
member  and  director,  Mr.  C.  H.  Tucker,  of  Lawrence.  The  death  of  this 
young  Kansan  at  Camp  Punston  is  another  sacrifice  laid  on  the  altar  of 
our  common  country  by  Kansas  in  the  interest  of  human  liberty.  Each 
and  every  member  and  officer  of  this  Society  here  assembled  feel  and 
hereby  express  their  regret  for  the  death  of  this  splendid  young  Kansas 
soldier,  and  we  send  our  heartfelt  sympathy  to  his  parents  in  this  hour 
of  their  bereavement  and  sorrow. 

And  the  secretary  is  hereby  directed  to  transmit  a  certified  copy  of 
this  resolution  under  the  seal  of  the  Society  to  our  fellow  member  and 
director,  Mr.  Tucker,  and  it  is  ordered  that  this  resolution  be  made  a 
part  of  the  record  of  this  meeting. 

Mr.  Mitchell  moved  the  adoption  of  the  resolution.  The 
motion  w^as  seconded  by  Theodore  Gardner  and  unanimously 
carried.

Rcsol veil,  That  (leiieral  Leonaid  A.  Wood,  cornmaiulant  at  (lamp  I-'un- 
ston,  be  tendered  tlie  thanks  of  this  Society  for  his  interest  in  its  work, 
and  especially  for  his  help  in  ^atheriii)^-  material  f(jr  a  history  of  the 
Eighty-ninth  division,  which  he  so  well  and  thoroiip!,hly  trained  at  Camp 
i^'unston  and  which  has  in  it  so  many  of  our  Kansas  boys,  now  makin;^' 
piood  on  the  battle  fields  of  Fiance. 

And  that  this  resolution  be  made  a  part  of  tlu;  record  of  this  meeting 
and  a  certified  copy  be  tj-ansmitted  to  CJeneral  Wood  by  the  secretary, 
under  the  seal  of  the  Society. 

Mrs.  Monroe  moved  the  adoption  of  the  resoUilion.  The 
motion  was  seconded  by  Helen  M.  McFarland  and  unanimously 
carried. 

The  president  read  his  annual  address.  It  was  a  paper  call- 
ing attention  to  the  extreme  positions  taken  by  Kansas  on  na- 
tional questions,  and  especially  pointed  out  the  position  of  our 
people  on  the  present  war  at  its  different  stages.  On  motion 
it  was  ordered  published  in  the  fifteenth  volume  of  Kansas 
Historical  Collections. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  nominations  for  directors  of 
the  Society  for  the  term  ending  with  the  annual  meeting,  1921, 
was  read.  Colonel  W.  W.  Smith  asked  in  what  way  a  name 
could  be  brought  before  the  committee,  and  if  the  list  was  full, 
lie  desired  to  propose  a  name  for  director  and  did  not  wish  to 
displace  any  one  proposed  by  the  committee.  He  was  informed 
that  the  list  was  full. 

On  motion  of  A.  C.  Pierce,  seconded  by  A.  W.  Smith,  the  re- 
port of  the  committee  on  nominations  was  adopted,  and  the 
following-named  persons  elected  directors  of  the  Kansas  State 
Historical  Society  for  the  term  of  three  years  ending  with  the 
annual  meeting  in  1921 :

Gleed,  all  such  matters  were  referred  to  the  executive  com- 
mittee with  direction  and  power  to  act. 

On  motion  it  was  ordered  that  the  new  president  of  the  So- 
ciety be  made  a  member  of  the  legislative  committee  and  the 
committee  having  in  charge  the  Memorial  Building. 

The  secretary  thanked  the  directors  and  members  for  their 
attendance  on  the  annual  meeting  and  for  their  assistance  in 
the  work  in  making  the  Society  what  it  is  now — one  of  the 
largest  and  best  in  America  and  one  of  the  principal  institu- 
tions of  the  state  of  Kansas.  He  outlined  the  work  of  the  im- 
mediate future,  the  main  part  of  which  will  be  the  preservation 
and  publication  of  the  glorious  records  now  being  made  by  the 
Kansas  boys  in  France,  as  soldiers  of  the  United  States  bat- 
tling for  human  liberty.  He  requested  the  cordial  cooperation 
of  the  directors  and  members  in  this  great  work,  with  the  full 
assurance  that  such  help  would  be  cheerfully  given. 

The  president  also  thanked  the  directors  and  members  for 
the  honor  conferred  on  him  in  the  presidency  of  the  Society, 
which  he  gladly  relinquished  to  General  Metcalf,  one  of  the 
best  men  in  the  state  for  the  place.  He  predicted  that  when 
the  soldier  boys  come  home  we  should  then  have  large  and  en- 
thusiastic evening  meetings,  when  the  soldier  boys  would  have 
papers  on  their  experiences  on  the  battle  fields  of  Europe. 

There  being  no  further  business  for  transaction,  the  board 
of  directors  adjourned  to  meet  on  the  call  of  the  secretary.
